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1 L FS Records of Antiquity * us "IN 
the Family of Lorrain is originally de- 
ſcended from the ſame illuſtrious Stems as 
thoſe of Auſtria, Mirtenberg and Baden; 
or we may even trace it up to Charles the Great : 
For the firſt Duke of Lorrain that Hiſtory informs 
us of, was Charles, right Heir of the Carolingian 
| Line of France, but he was excluded by Hugh Caper, * 
BY and having rais'd an Army to endeavour to recover 
bis Right, was defeated and taken Priſoner : From 
this Charles, the preſent Duke of Tuſcany, and the 
glorious Hero that is the Subject of. this Hiftory, 
are lineally deſcended. _ 
The ambitious Monarchs of France have always | 
form'd Deſigns againſt this * and pleaſant Coun- 


try, 
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try, which is certainly a Dukedom belonging to 
Germany, notwithſtanding Baudrand makes it Part 


of the Dominions of France, who has no other 


Sanction for her Claim, but downright Force, and 
open Violation of the Rights of Mankind; for it 
is very plainly inſerted in all the German Hiſtories, 


that ſo long ago as the Year of Chri/t 841, Lo- 
tharius the ſecand hereditary Emperor of the 


Carolingian Line, having had long Diſputes, and 


many Wars with his two Brothers, Louis and Charles, 


who demanded a Partition of the Empire of the 
Franks, which he as obſtinately refus'd, at length 
it was brought to a deciſive Point; for both Armies 


being prepar'd for Battle, on the 25th of June they 
engaged at Fontenay near Auxerre, with ſuch Reſos 


lation on both Sides, that the F ight laſted from ſe- 


ven o' Clock in the Morning, to eight at Night. 


The Slaughter was ſo great, that above an hundred 
thouſand Men were killed in both Armies, but the 


of the Field, the Emperor Lotharius ſaved himſelf 
by Flight to Aix-la- Chapelle; where not thinking 
himſelf altogether ſafe, he ſtole away privately, and 
took through Woods and Bye- Ways, till he got to 
Vienne in Dauphiny. The Germans in this Battle loſt- 


all their beſt Men, and more Blood was ſpilt than 


in any other that had before that Time happen'd in 


France; and ſo far were they from augmenting the 
Power of their State, as they had vainly flatter d 


themſelves they ſhould, that they had not a little 


weaken' d it. 


Lotharius being reduc'd to ſuch great Straits, 
ſometime after this Defeat conſented to an Accom- 
tion with his Brothers, granting them all they

After theſe bloody Broils between the "2 Bro- 
thers, the aforemention'd Archbiſhop of Ravenna, 
in Conjunction with ſeveral other Prelates and great 
Men, effected an Agreement between them, where- 
by the Emperor was in a Manner forc'd by his Mit- 
fortunes to conſent to a prejudicial Diviſion of the 
Empire, which fo greatly diminiſhed his Power, that 
 he'never afterwards recover'd his former Grandeur. 
The Partition was thus: That Louis ſhould be 
Lord and King of all thoſe Kingdoms and Provi- 
ces which lay on the other Side of the Rhine, eaſt- 
ward of France, containing all Hungary, Bohemia, 
Moravia, Friſia, Bavaria, Cones; Suabia, &c. 
and ſhould moreover be ftiled King of Germany,

842, the Emperor ppintell him his Succeſſor, and 
repining at his ii Fortune, divided the little Rem- 
nant of his Dominions amongſt his Sons; to his ſe- 


cond Son Charles, who died without Children in the 


Year 862, he had given the Kingdom of Provence, 
with Part of Burgundy. And to his third Son Lo- 
tharius, he gave the Kingdom of Arftriacia, 
the other Part of Burgundy. The young Prince 
who choſe to take up his Reſidence in Auſtriacia, 
was fo particularly fond of it, that he caus'd the 
Name of it to be alter'd, and after his own, call'd 
it Lotbaringia; and from thence, in Proceſs of Time 
was deriv'd LoRR ain. This Prince died without 
lawful Iſſue in the Year 869. 
Hiſtory is ſilent in 0 900 to the Deſcent of this 
illuſtrious Family for a long Series of Years, and it 
is a great Pity that the German Writers are ſo re- 
mar kably prolix and voluminous in ſome Circumſtan- 
ſtances of little or no Conſequence, and omit others 
of the greateſt Importance; for they only tell us in 
general, that the Houſe of Lorrain deſcended from 
Lotbarius, paſſed through thoſe I have before men- 
tioned, and ſeveral others of the higheſt Rank, not 
only i in the Empire, but in France, untill it center'd 
in Charles ſirnamed the Bold; who died inthe Year 


03, and leaving no Male Iſſue, was ſucceeded by 


his Brother.

Frederick left one Song. which he had by Jo- 
lanthe, before mention'd, whom in Honour of 
her F ather, and in Token of a thorough Re- 
conciliation, he called Renatus. He building upon 

the Foundation laid by his Father, extended his Do- 
minions very largely, ſo that none of his Predeceſſore 
were equal to him in Power: He govern'd in great 
Splendor a long Time, and- by his laſt Will, he 
made his Sons Anthony and Claudius his Heirs. Clair 
. dius had the County of Aumale, the Baronies of 
Guiſe, and Foinville, the Lordſhips of Elberf, Main, 
& o. but his Male Poſterity fail'd in Francis Joſeph, 
the only Son of Louis Joſenb, Duke of Lowts-Foy- 
euſe, — Angouleſme, who died in 1675. There 
et remained Mary Siſter of Louis the Grantee, 
Buche of Guiſe, cyeuſe, and Princeſs of Joinville, 
who died without Iſſue in the Year 1687. 

Arthony the eldeſt Brother, who was born June 
4, 1489, had the Dutchy of Lorrain and Barr al- 
lotted to his Share, and died June 15, 1544, 
leaving Iſſue by Renata of Bourbon, Daughter of Gf. 
bert Earl of Mounpenſier, Francis Duke of Lorrain 
and Barr, a Prince accompliſh'd with all the Beauties 
of Body and Mind, buthe was taken off in the Flow- 
er of his Youth by an Apoplexy, and was ſucceed-- 

| ed in the Dukedom of Lerrain and Barr, by his 
wo Son. 1 
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Charles II. who was born February .18, 1545, 

and married Claudia, Daughter of Henry II. King 
of France, by whom he had two Sons, Henry and 
Francis, and died December 10, 1608.

Henry ſurviv'd his Father but a ſhort Time, 


and Francis Count of FVaudemont ſucceeded him. 


Ile married Chri/tiana Daughter of Paul Count 
Solms, and died 1632, leaving five Children, whoſe 


Names were, 1. Henry, who died in his Infancy, 
22. Charles III. born 1603. He ſucceeded his 
Father, and was a bold and valiant Prince; yet by 
Reaſon of the Diviſions and Diſcontents in his Fa- 
mily, but chiefly finding himſelf likely to die with- 
out Iſſue, he fold all his Dominions to the French; 
but repenting afterwards of what he had. done, he 
was very deſirous to evade his Contract; notwith- 
ſtanding which, the French forced him to comply 
with it, and beat him out of his Dutchy, which he 
could never recover afterwards. His firſt Ducheſs 
was Nicolea Daughter to his Uncle Henry, whom 
he divorc'd, and married Beatrix de Cuſſance, after 
whoſe Death he took to Wife Mary Daughter of

Brandenbourg, an expert Warrior, having the Com- 
mand of the Confederates, as Montecucoli had of 


the Imperialiſts, they in Conjunction ſtopp'd the 
Progreſs and Fortune of Charles Guftavus, event 


there.

Duke Charles of Lorrain laid the firſt Foundation. 
of his future Greatneſs in the Year 1664, in the 
ſecond Campaign made againſt the Turks ; for in. 


the firſt, the Grand Vixir ſuddenly took the Field 


with x30,000 Men, which cauſed Montecucoli, and 
the other Imperial Generals, to retire into ſtrong 


Holds *till they were reinforced, ſo that this Cam- 


paign w2s unſucceſsful to the Germans, who, not- 
withſtanding, had no greater Reaſon to complain, 
than that they loſt Newhaſel, after an obſtinate De- 
fence, being betray' d by the Treachery of the Hun- 
garians. „„ 

But in the following one, wherein this German 
Eagle was to take the firſt Flight, and ſoar aloft a- 
bove other experienc'd Generals of three Times 
his Age, Fortune took another Turn, for the King

Victory over the Enemy at Fermain, on the 17th of 


the ſame Month. But the greateſt of all was that 
gained by the ſame General, at the Ford of St. 


Gothard near Raal, where the Turks loſt 16000 Men 
either kill'd or drown'd ; with all their Baggage and 


Cannon : Duke Charles was but a Volunteer in this. 
Battle, but follow'd his Inſtructor Moniecucoli, thro” 
all Dangers and Hazards, who tir'd ſix Horſes, and 


had one kill'd under him, by riding about inceſſant- 
ly, and expoſing himſelf every where, during nine 


Hours that the Fight laſted. 


T bis conſiderable Shock abated the Pride of the 


haughty Sultan, who was now as forward to beg a 
Peace, as he had been before to declare War, 


Accordingly a Truce was agreed on for twenty

After this Duke Charles had an Interval of near 
four Vears, during which Time he took all imagin- 

able Pains to make himſelf compleat Maſter of the 
Art of War; and an Opportunity ſoon offer'd te 


exerciſe his military Genius.

About this Time, the King of France having 
continued his Wars againſt the Hollanders, and ta- 
ken near forty. ſtrong Places from them; his vaſt 
Succeſs alarm*d-all Europe, whereupon the Emperor 
thinking himſelf alſo in Danger, engaged in a 
ſteict League with Spain and Holland, got together 
an Army of 30,000 Foot, and 12,000 Horſe, and 
ſent them under the Command. of Mantecucoli, to 


_ affiſt the Dutch upon. the Rhine; but he W 


* 
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and infirm, with the many Fatigues he had under- 
gone, met with no extraordinary Succeſs, yet ge- 
nerally behaved, ſo as to come off with Honour. 
However, this contributed very much to the ſpeedy 
Advancement of Duke Charles, for it gave Occa- 
fion to the Marqueſs of Baden Dourlach, and other 
general Officers, to accuſe the Prime Minifter 
Prince Lobkhowitz, of Negligence and Treachery ; 
as likewiſe Montecucoli of too great Procraſtination 
in his Advances, whereby the Imperial Army had 
ſuffer'd great Damages, and the Enemy had gain'd 
great Advantages. Montecucoli briſkly defended him- 
ſelf, and laid the Fault thereof upon the City of 
Straſbourg ; but as it was thought his great Age 
had render'd him incapable of commanding for the 
future, he was permitted to retire, and ſpend the 


Remains of a glorious Life in Eaſe and Tranquility, 
And the Duke of Lorrain was appointed Generaliſſims 
in his Room.

His fuſt Action, after being inveſted with the 
Command in chief, was the taking of Philip/burgh ;, 
which, though it held out obſtinately above four 
Months, yet was at length obliged to ſurtender for 
want of Neceſlarics.

The following Year was a little ſiniſter to the

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On the 25th of February in the Year 1679, a 
Peace was concluded between the Empire and 
France, and among other Conditions it was agreed 
that the King of France ſhould have Philipsburg, 
in Exchange for Fribourg, but more particularly 
that he ſhould be obliged to re-eſtabliſh Duke 
Charles of Lorrain in the Dominions of his Uncle, 
as they were in the Year 1670, except only the 
City of Nancy, which . was deelared incorporate 
with the Crown of France. In the Year 1682, 
another Rebellion was raiſed in Hungary by Count 
Techely, who entirely flung himſelf upon the Turk 
for Aſſiſtance, and purſued it with ſuch Vigeur, 


that in a ſhort Time he made himſelf Maſter of ſe- 


veral Cities and. Towns, and even coin'd Money 
in his own Name, with this Inſcription, Emericus 
Teckely, Princeps, ac partium Regnt Hungariæ Do- 
nnr. This Campaign ended with great Advantage“ 
to Teckely, inaſmuch as the Imperial Generals had 

not yet ſufficient Forces to pppoſe him. 

The Emperor finding himſelf obliged to fupport a 
hazardous War, was compelled to lay new and 
heavy Taxes on his People, and at the ſame Time 
diſpatched ſeveral Embaſſies to all Parts of Chriſten- 
dom, to implore Aſſiſtance againſt the common 
Enemy. This had ſuch Suceeſs, that almoſt eve- 
ry Prince contributed Something : But above the 
- reſt, Pope Innocent XI. and John King of Poland 
were the moſt zealous, the latter of which entered 
into a ſtrict League with the Emperor. All this 


while Teckeley was not idle; for perceiving the great 


Preparations made againſt him, he renew'd his 
League with the Tur; who having declared War 
againſt the Emperor, gave out that hè would come 
in Perſon into the Field. . ; 
The Duke of Lorrain being declared Genera- 

lifimo of the Imperial Army, which conſiſted of

This 
Deſign coming to the Generaliſſimo's Knowledge, 
he immediately order'd Count Staremberg to Court, 
to take care of his Charge of. the Government of 
Vienna, requiring him above all Things, to entreat 
his Imperial Majeſty to retire from that City for 


the Security of his ſacred Perſon; which he ac» . 


cordingly did on the 7th of July, firſt to Lintz, and 


afterwards to Paſſau, as n more commodious Wo 


for him. 

On the 14thof the fine Month the Ti Ss bagier 
the Siege, with abundance of Cannonading, Bomb- 
mg, Mining, and moſt terrible Attacks, where-

After a vigorous Defence of two Months, ths 
City was fo weaken'd by the great Loſſes it had ſu- 
| tained, that had not the exceeding Valour, Con- 
duct, and Vigilance of the moſt famous Staremberg, 
ſupported the drooping Spirits of its Defendants, it. 
could not have held out much longer again its 
numerous Enemies; but through bis indefatigable 
Induſtry, and wondrous Courage, it continued to

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During. the Siege the Duke of Lorram had retired | 


" his Army to Teurſchaltenbourg to expect Suc- 


eours, not being able to attempt any Thing againſt 
ſuch an incredible Number of People as the Turk 
had got together. At length the Elector of Saxony 


join'd him with 10,000 choſen Men; and after 


him came at laſt the King of Poland, John III. 
with a noble Army of choice Troops, conſiſting 
of 24, 00 Men. All theſe being thus join'd to- 
gether, the Generals immediately came to a Reſolu- 
tion of giving the Enemy Battle. The Body of. 


the Army was commanded by the Electors of Ba- 
varia and Saxony, and Prince J/aldeck ; the Right 


Wing by the King of Poland; and the Left by the 
Duke of Lorrain. In this Order marching to the 
Mountain of Kalemberg, they ſuddenly made a 
Deſcent on the Turks, and attacking them on three 


Sides in the Abſence of Teckeley, who was gone 


upon another Expedition, they entirely routed them 
after three Hours ſtubborn Fight. The Night 


coming on, favour'd the Retreat of the Turks, 


whom -the Generals did not think it Prudence to 
follow. During this Siege, which was carried on 
moſt furiouſly for a Time, 10,000 Soldiers and Ci- 
tizens died either by the Sword, Fire, or the 
Mines, beſides above three "Thouſand that died of 
Sickneſs.

The Turks finding themſelves over- 
power'd, burnt the lower City, and retir'd into the 
upper. The Chriſtians hearing that about 206, 00 
Turks were upon their March to raiſe the Siege, 
went out with their Cavalry under the Command 
of Count Aversberg, to meet them; and having 
come up with them after four Hours Fi ight, entirely 
routed. them. The Siege after this laſted to the- 
19th of September, when, notwithſtanding the Duke: 
of Bavaria was come to join the Chriſtians with 
conſiderable Succours, yet for want of Forage, 
and on Account of the Obſtinacy of the Defendants, 
and their having received ſome Recruits, the Duke 
of Lorrain was in a manner compell'd to raiſe the 
Siege. This done, General Schultz was ordered to. 
look out after Teckeley, and at length meeting with. 
him, both routed him and took all his Baggage. 
This Victory opened a Way for the Duke of Lor- 
rain to the taking of Batsficld, Ma tovitx, 8 tropno,. 
and  Donavitz, But as for E ſeries, tho' it Was 
likewiſe beſieged, yet were the Chriſtians forced to 
quit it on account of the Rigour of. the Seaſon, 
which then began to be very fevere..

« 1 will give my Suffrage to another.” Every E 
lector is at his Option to give his Voice for his Son, 
or his Brother, but not for himſelf, unleſs his Col- 
leagues have firſt given theirs for him, and then he 
is free to fortify it by his own, and to conclude the 
Election in his own Favour, - When the — 


thus lawfully made, by the Majority of the Elec- 


tors, they paſs it into an Act, which being ſigned by 
the Electors, regiſter'd and converted into Letters 
patent, ſealed with the Seal of every Elector, it is the 
Emperor's Title to the Government of the Empire. 


At the ſame Time the Electors appoint the Man- 


ner and Time for his being proclaimed, but if the 
elected Prince happens to be abſent, they ſend Em- 
baſſadors to acquaint him with his being elected, 
and upon what Conditions he is choſen ; praying him 
to accept it, or rather to come and take Poſſeſſion 
of the Imperial Crown, as it happen'd upon the Elec- 
tion of Charles V. who was then in Spain. But if the 
new elected Emperor be in the Aſſembly, the Electors 


go with him from the Conclave to the Church, 


where after Prayers, the Arch-Biſhop of Mentz 
cauſes him to ſign the Capitulation at the Altar with 
a Promiſe to confirm to the Electors all the Rights, 
Privilege, and Pre- eminences they enjoy. The 
Election ought always to be made at Francfort, but 
that has been ſometimes diſpenſed with upon divers

' down to Ferdinand IV. the Emperors were in Caſe 
of Neceſſity ſtill oblig'd to aſk the Crown for the 
Remains of the Roman Empire; but by late Capi- 
tulations this Clauſe is omitted, ſecing that without 
being crown'd for it, the Right of the Empire to 
Italy, remains entire and the late Emperors have 
exerciſed it to very good Purpoſe. - And beſides that 
the Coronation at Rome was very expenſive ; for the 
Emperor went thither generally attended with four 
thouſand Horſe, and twenty thouſand Foot, which 
by Virtue of the Matricula's were furniſhed him by 
the States, according to which Expedition, called R- 
man Months, the States are at this Day aſſeſſed, and 
that oftentimes in a,multiplicate Proportion, accord> - 
ing as the Exigencies of the Empire require it. 


§. 1. Of the Matricula's of the Empire. 


The Matricula's, or Matriculation Book of the. 
Empire is a Regiſter, kept by the Chancellor of the 
EleQtor of Mentæ, wherein are the Names of all the 
Princes, States and Members of the Empire, with 
what they are obliged to contribute to the Expencey 
of the-Empire, andin this Book ought the Name of 
all the Perſons to be enter'd, that have any Perfer- 
ments given them by the Emperor, or any Title, or 
| State belonging to the Empire, which is called a Aa- 
? . triculation and poſſeſſes him of his Eftates, makes him 
acknowledg'd as a Member of the Empire, and ren- 
ders bim liable to pay Contributions according to his 
Quality and the Value. of his Lands.

The Empe- 
ror made uſe of peaceable Means only, but the Cza- 
rina refoly'd to make uſe of Force, if Nothing elſe 
would prevail, becauſe ſhe thought ſhe had from 


former Treaties a Right to do ſo. The Emperor | 


did not offer to aſſiſt the Maſcovites in the forcible 
Meaſures they were reſolv'd to take, nor did he 
ſend a Man into Poland ſor that Purpoſe; and yet 
under Pretence that he had form*d an Alliance wit 
Au ſcouy for excluding King Stamflaus from the 
Crown of Poland, France enter'd into a League with 
Spain and the King of Sardinia, before any Mu ſcu- 
vites had enter'd Poland, for ſtripping the Emperor 
of his Dominions in /taly, and in the Month of 
Oober they attack'd him both in 7:aly and upon the

If it was not the Intereſt of England to agree to a 
Guaranty, that probably would involve her in aWar 
on the Demiſe of the Emperor, why did ſhe take 
it upon her? By taking it upon her, if ſhe did not 
deſign to perform, ſhe deluded the Emperor into a 
Security fatal to his Family. Had not that Prince 
been thus deluded, he might have taken other Mea- p 
fures for ſecuring the Succeſſion he intended for his 
eldeſt Daughter. He might, and certainly would, : 
have had his Son-in-law, the Duke of Lorrain, e- 
lected King of the Romans as ſoon as he was married, 
which would have ſtrengthened his Houſe, if he had 
not depended on the Guaranty of England. So that 
take this Guaranty in any Light, we may ſay, that 
it gave an incurable Wound to the Houſe of Au- 
ria. If England had agreed to none, no Streſs 
bad been laid upon it, and other Meaſures had been 
taken; but the Emperor's Reliance upon the Power

Succeſs encouraged another Party of Huaſſars of the 
1 - fame Garriſon, conſiſting of 400 Men, to get 


Leave to make another Incurſion, ſoon after the 
former, in which they were ſo ſucceſsful, and got 
ſuch a conſiderable Booty, that when they divided it 
at their Return, the 'Share of each Man was reck- 
-oned worth near 100 Ducats. To balance this, a 
Detachment of Turkiſh Troops, being joined by a 
large Gang of Vagabonds, made an Incurſion about 
the ſame Time, into the Bannat of Temeſwar, 
where they plunder'd above 40 Villages, and re- 
turn' d with their Booty to Lagos; and a Detachment 
of the Garriſon of Belgrade, conſiſting of 130 
Men, having been ſent out to forage, had the Mis- 
fortune to fall into an Ambuſh, and were entirely 
cut off, A numerous Party of Vagabonds having 
for ſome Time infeſted the Bannat of Temeſwar,

great Number of Hoſtages, as a Security for their 
future good Behaviour; but as this Detachment 
was returning, its Rear-Guard, conſiſting of 300 
© | Huſſars, was attacked by a Body of 3000 Turks 
„ and Wallachians: The Huſſars ſtood the Attack 
1 bravely for ſome Time, but at laſt were obliged to 
yd to Numbers, and betake themſelves to flight, 
leaving 50 of their Number dead upon the Spot, 
FT beſides ſeveral wounded and taken Priſoners. How- 
eꝛuer by the reſolute Stand they made, they gave the 
main Body an Opportunity to retire to Tame/war, 
with the Priſoners they had taken, and the 
they had recovered from the Rebels; and upon their 
retiring, the Turks burnt Wer ſchnitza, one of the 
largeſt Towns in the Bannat, maſlacred many of 
the Inhabitants, and carried the reſt into Slavery, ' 
On the 7th of March, a large Detachment. of 
Turks ſurprized the Poſt of Havala, where there is 
a Silver Mine, about three Leagues from Belgrade ; 
the ſmall Garriſon that was there, conſiſting only of 
20 Men, made a gallant Defence for ſome Time; 
but were at laſt overpower'd by Numbers, and 
. obliged to betake themſelves to flight. But of all 
the Skirmiſhes that happen'd before the Armies took 
the Field, the moſt conſiderable was that which 
happened in the County of Aut/chay ; the Inhabi- 
tants of that Country having at the Beginning of 
the War, withdrawn their Allegiance from the 
| Turks, and put themſelves. under the Protection of 
the Emperor, the Baſhaw of Pefſty was ſent with 
a Body of 6000 Men to chaſtiſe that People. as 
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| they were informed” of his March, this brave Peo- 


ple, without the Afﬀiftance of any regular Troops, 
took up Arms in their own Defence, and planted 
themſelves in Ambuſh among the Defiles of their 


Mountains. The Baſhaw not expecting to meet

Thaw and moſt of the Troops he had along with 


him were cut to Pieces, before they could recover 
or put themſelves into any Order, at which the 


Turkiſh Troops are not very expert, becauſe of the 


bad Difcipline they have among them; for the great 


Advantage of good Diſcipline is, that ſuch Troops 


are not apt to be ſeized with a Panic, and may alter 
their Order, or recover from Surprize or Confuſion, 
much ſooner and more eaſily than Militia or ill dif- 


eiplined Troops. |

Belgrade, July 25. 
The Marquis Pallavicini, Sen of Ju — 
rial Ships and Veſſels on the Danube, having receiv- 
ed Advice, that Forty of the Enemy's Saicks, in 
the Form of Gallies, were to come up to Crotzka 
at the ſame Time that the Van- guard of their Army 
was to rrive there, he fell down the River on board 
the Commodore Ship the Triton, which has two 
Decks and was built at Vienna in 1737, and four 
Prames or large Gallies built at Vienna alſo in 1738 
and arrived at Crotæta half an Hour before the ſaid 
Turkiſh Van-guard, conſiſting of 4000 Horſe which 
drew up on the Side of a Hill towards the River. 
He cauſed his Veſſels to move near to the Shore, 
and fired thirty Cannon Shot at the Enemy, which 
did ſuch Execution upon them, as obliged them to 
retire” precipitately over that Hill, to avoid being 
expoſed to the Artillery of our Flotilla. The Gene- 
ral finding he could do them no more Damage, pro- 
ceeded down the River the ſame Day to meet the 
Saiques, having Intelligence that they were advanc- 
ing; and forming a Line with his Veſſels before an 
Hand at a little Diſtance from Crotæka, he propoſed 
by that Situation to hinder the Enemy from paſling 
and to cover the faid Iſland. Half an Hour after 
appeared the forty Turki/h Saiques making towards 
that Iſland ; but ſeeing how our Veſſels were ranged 
they retired to Sæmendria, where was the Enemys 
Camp. Of all this the General gave Information 
to Velt Marſhal Wallis, and ' ſent him to the 
Bailiff of Crozta, who aſſured him that the Enemy's 
whole Army was on the March thither. On the 
21ſt at Day-break, the Turkiſh Gallies or Saiques ad- 
vanced as though they would attack * a 
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but before they came within Cannon-ſhot they 
ſtopped ; at which Time the Van of the Turki/h 
Army came in View, and was followed orderly: b 
all the reſt with their Baggage and Artillery, and 
poſted themſelves at Crotz#a, of which General 
Pallavicini ſent Advice to Veldt Marſhal Walls. 
The 22d in the Morning General Pallavicini deſ- 
cried two Batteries, which the Enemy had made 
in the Night, on the Bank of the River, in a Place 
that was cover'd with large Trees, and he ordered 
his Veſſels to fire at thoſe Batteries; but ſeeing he 
could do them no conſiderable Damage, he retired 
to a Point of the Iſland which covered his Vellels : 
From that Point he had a View of the Turky/þ 
Land Army formed into two Lines, and 
marching towards the Top of the Hills, from the 
Foot of which the Imperial Troops were to advance 
_ againſt them; and ſoon after he ſaw, with Regret 
an Attack made, and the Enemy's Fire carried for- 
wards, from which he obſerved that they fought 
with Advantage, and that our Troops could not 
beat them back and poſſeſs themſelves of, Crotzka, 
according to the Reſolution which had been taken, 
and which had been communicated to him by Veldt 
Marſhal Wallis. Then General Pallavicini re- 
ſolved to retire, without giving the Enemy Time to 
| make other Batteries, which they were actually be- 
ginning in three different Places, and which might 
have rendered his Return the more difficult. When 
he had taken this Reſolution, and was in Motion to 
paſs up the River, the Turkiſh Gallies advanced: 
One of them which expoling itſelf the moſt, in 
Hopes to paſs between the Triton and the River-ſide, 
was preſently ſunk by the Cannon of that Commo- 
dore Ship; and four others which followed that Gal- 
ley were ſo galled by the Guns of. the other Impe- 
rial Veſſels, that their Rowers fled to Land, leav-

ing them to float with the Stream. The reſt of the 
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Enemy's Gallies kept out of the reach of our 
Cannon, and took the Opportunity of the Dark- 


| neſs of the Night to get to a Place of Security. 
The 23d at Day-break, General Pallavicini with 


his Veſſels was before Crotxta, where he ſaw the 
Turkiſh Gallies lying under the Protection of the 
Enemy's Camp. The Triton in paſſing up the Ri- 
ver having loſt *three Hours by one of the Prames 
running foul of her Prow, was obliged to abide the 


Fire of five Batteries, which fired from heavy Can- 


non Iron Bullets of 36 Pound, and from Haubitzes 
Stone Ball of 50 Pound Weight, beſides the Shot 
from lefler Cannon. By the Slowneſs of maki 
Way up the River, our Flotilla lay expoſed for nine 
Hours to that Fire: And of 443 Cannon Shot, al- 
moſt all of them were aimed at the Triton, on 
Board of which General Pallavicim had always 
his Station; above 40 Shot ſtruck the Ship, but not 
one of them endangered her, or did her any conſi- 
derable Damage: Nor were more than three Offi- 
cers on Board her wounded: Among them Lieute- 
nant- Colonel Count Lilliers dangerouſly in the 
Thigh, by a Piece of a Stone Bullet that broke in 
the Ship; and but three Men were killed, and 
twelve wounded, though we paſſed in Sight of the 
whole Turkiſh Army, which by the Extent of 
Ground on which they encamped appeared to be ve- 
numerous. At Noon ſprung up à favourable 
Gale of Wind, which enabled our Veſſels to uſe 
their Sails; and in the Evening we came up over 
againſt the Imperial Army, and kept coaſting by 
them till they entered the Lines of Belgrade. In 
our Paſſage we fired continually at the Turkih Army, 
where we judged our Guns would bear upon them, 
putting as cloſe to the Shore as we could. Our Veſ- 
ſels fired in all about 500 Cannon-ſhot, of which 
the Triton alone 171.

bauſen. This Detachment arrived at Semlin the 
22d, and immediately upon their Arrival the Prince 
of Saxes Hildbourghauſen made ſuch Diſpoſitions, 
and took ſuch Meaſures, that the Turks deſpaired 
of being able to accompliſh their Deſign of 
paſſing: that River, or foreſaw at leaſt that it 
would be attended with the Danger of being 
entirely defcated, and therefore they not only ab- 
andoned their Works, but alſo demoliſhed the 
Batteries they had erected for facilitating the Paſſage 
of their Cavalry or Spahis, by ſwimming over the 
River, whilſt their Infantry or Janizaries were paſſing 
over the two Bridges deſigned to be erected. 

On the 24th, the Imperial Army marched from 
Surteak, and encamped at Bellegi/ch; and on the 
27th they marched from thence, and came to a 
Camp marked out for them at Bana, near the 
Save, where I ſhall leave them, and now give an 
Account of the Operations of the Grand Army of 
the Turks, commanded by the Prime Vizir in Per- 
ſon, who marched directly from the Battle of 
Crotz&a, and laid Siege to Belgrade; for no ſooner 
had the Imperial Army left the Lines about that 
Place, then the Turi#ih Army marched into them, 
and began to form the Siege, though they could not 
ſurround the Place, hecauſe of their not being able to 
paſs the Save, which it was very ſurpriſing, they did 
not attempt, whilſt the Imperial An; was in the 
Bannat of Temeſiuaer. 

The Imperialiſis having left the Lines of Belgrade, 
and paſſed over the Danube upon the 25th of Fuly, 
as before-mentioned, the Tzr4i;/b Army took Poſt 
in theſe Lines, the 27th in the Morning, and _ 
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ed the Town upon the South-ſide, from this Danube 
tothe Save, having for that Purpoſe raiſed Lines of 

Circumvallation round their Army, from one of 
theſe Rivers to the other. They immediately began 
to raiſe Batteries againſt the Place, and others to 
deſtroy the Bridges of the Imperialiſis, and annoy 
their Ships in theſe two Rivers; and that very Day 
thzy began to throw Bombs into the Town. As 
the Turks are upon all Occaſions extremely prodigal 
of the Lives of their Soldiers, they made an Aﬀault 
the Night following upon the Town, near the Gate 
of Sabatſch, which ended, as could not but be ex- 
pected by any reaſonable Man, in the Death of all 
thoſe who were moſt forward upon the Attack, 
for they were repulſed with great Slaughter. On 
the 20th, their Batteries began to play upon the 
Ramparts of the Town, which they continued 
with great Fury, but with little Succeſs, from that 
Time to the 31ſt of Augu/?, when the Preliminary 
Articles were ſigned. by Count Neuperg in their 
Camp. In all this time, which was near five 
Weeks, they made but one inconfiderable Breach, 
which was in the Baſtion called St. Elizabeth, 
and in caſe of their making an Aſſault, this Breach 
would have been of little Service to them, becauſe 
Baron Succow had made a Coupure in the Baſtion, 
with Mines ready to be blown up, between it and 
the Breach ; fo that the Breach was only a Snare 
for drawing the Aſſailants to their Deſtruction ; 
yet the Prime Vizier being forced thereto by his 
clamorous Janizaries, was preparing Scaling-Lad- 
ders, and every Thing neceſſary for giving a gene- 
ral Aſſault, and, wou robably have been com- 
pelled -to make the Experiment, by the Impatience 
and Clamours of the Janizaries, if he had not 
been prevented by the Peace. As there were then 
nineteen Battalions in the Town, Count Wallis 
9 : 13 5 having 
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having Mat four more into it, after he had paſſed 
the Danube; and as the whole Imperial Army might 
eaſily have come to the Support of the Garriſon, it 
is more than probable, the Turis would have failed 
of Succeſs in their Aſſault; and if they had, a ge- 
neral Sally of the Garriſon and Army, upon their 
confuſed Retreat, might perhaps have put their whole 
Army to the Rout. | | | 
During this Siege, vis. upon the 8th of Auguſt 
in the Evening, a Body 15,000 Turks appeared be- 
fore the Fortreſs of Sabat/ch : They worked all 
that Night in erecting Batteries, and began next 
Morning to batter the Place with great Fury, which 
they continued for two Days ; but the Batteries 
they erected in the Night-time, being every Morn- 
ing diſmounted and rendered uſeleſs by the Artillery 
of the Fortreſs, they gave over their Enterpriſe on 
the 11th, and returned to the Grand Army. The 
beſieging Army had likewiſe no better Succeſs a- 
gainſt the Fort upon the other Side of the Danube, 
over againſt Belgrade ; which they attacked upon 
the 15th, and thought to have taken it, in their 
uſual way, by Aſſault; but they were repulſed with 
great Loſs. However this did not diſcourage them 
from making a ſecond Aſſault upon the ſame Fort, 
which they did with great Bravery, or rather ſtu- 
pid Raſhneſs, upon the 27th in the Morning, and 
with the ſame Succeſs; for they were a ſecond 
Time repulſed with the Loſs of above 1000 Men 
Eilled, beſides the wounded, and with very little 
Damage to the Garriſon, who had but very few 
Men either killed or wounded. Eg 5 
Theſe were the moſt gęmarkable Accounts of 
this famous Siege; but nnot conclude, without 


obſerving a very uncommon Inſtance of ſtrict Diſ- 
cipline among the Turks, with regard to their com- 
manding Officers, which was this. The W

Courage and Capact- 
ty, being brought to the Tyrkyþb Camp before Bel- 
grade, to anſwer for his Conduct, he was there con- 
demned to loſe his Head, for fighting without Or- 


ders; which ſeems to have been a ſevere Sentence, 


conſidering he was attacked by the Enemy, and 


could not avoid fighting without quitting his Poſt, 


which would probably have been as fatal to him, 


and more ſhameful. However, this Sentence, ſe- 


vere as it was, was immediately put in Execution, 


_ notwithſtanding the many Services he had rendered 


.the Porte by his Courage. and Capacity, which in 
arbitrary Governments are often the Cauſes of a 
Man's Deſtruction, eſpecially if he happens to meet 
with bad Succeſs in any one freſh Attempt.

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CONCLUSION 


Within five Days after the Signing of theſe Preli- 
minaries, without including the Day on which they 
- were ſigned, the Demolition of the Fortifications of 

Belgrade ſhall be begun, and ſhall be continued, with- 
out ceaſing, under the Inſpection of Commiſſaries to 
be appointed by the Porte. All poſſible Means fhall 
be uſed for having this Demolition executed accord- 
ing to what has been agreed on, and the whole ſhall 
be compleated within a Term to be fixed, after hav- 
ing had the Advice of Engineers upon this Head, 
For inſuring the Execution of this Demolition, Ho- 
ſtages of a proper Rank ſhall be given by his Imperial 
and Catholic Majeſty, who ſhall repair to the Or- 
toman Camp, within five Days after ſigning the Pre- 
liminaries.

Conduct of the Velt Marſbal Wallis and Count Neu- 
perg, which being at full Length in the 
loving, it is needleſs to inſert it here.] ä 
We cannot find in the Hiſtory of paſt Ages any 
Veſtiges of ſuch an Event as has happened in our 
Days. — I was on the Point of perventing the fatal 
and too haſty Execution of theſe Preliminarles, 
when J heard that they were already partly executed, 


even before the Deſign had been communicated to 

me: Thus I ſee my Hands tied by thoſe who ought. | 
to glory in obeying me. All thoſe who have ap- 
proached me ſince that fatal Day, are ſo many 


Witneſſes of the Exceſs of my Grief; and though 


I have many Times experienced Adverſity, yet I 
never was ſo much afflicted with any Thing as with 
this Event. Your Majeſty has a Right to complain 
of ſome People who ought to have obeyed my Or- 
ders; but I had no Hand in what they have done. 
Though all the Forces of the Ottoman Empire were 
turned againſt me, I was not caſt down, by ftill did 
all that lay in my Power for the Good of the com- 


mon Cauſe. I ſhall not, however, fail to perform 
in due Time what avenging Juſtice requires of me. 


In this diſmal Series of Misfortunes, I have ſtill one 
Comfort left, which is that the Fault cannot be 
thrown upon me. It lies entirely upon ſuch of 


my Officers as ratified the wretcheT Preliminaries 


without my Knowledge, againſt my Conſent, and 
even againſt my expreſs Orders to the Contrary: 
But, nevertheleſs, I ought to conform to what has 
once been ratified, though unjuſtly, We muſt keep.

been repulſed and put to the Rout, the Foot alone 
ſhould have been able to put a ſtop, in the Middle 
of Victory, to an Enemy ſo active and quick as the 
Turks are. Thus the bad Succeſs of the Affair at 
Cratzka ought not to be imputed to the Troops,

Our Council of War having informed us, that 
Baron S«uckow, that valiant Officer, in a Letter of 


the 14th of Auguſt gave Aſſurance, that if Wallis's 


Army came and encamped at Semlin, he would un- 
dertake to defend Beigrade certainly to the End of 
September; though Count Wallis had declared two 


Days before that the Place was abſolutely loſt; we 


ſent Orders on the fame Day, the 23d, that the Ar- 
wy ſhould go to Semlin, and at the ſame Time we 
ſent to acquaint Count Neuperg that we had Grounds 
to believe Belgrade was abſolutely not in Danger, of 
which he ſhould take care to get perfect Informa- 


tion from the Governor himſelf, before he entered.

+ has gone on in the ſame Wea ſince, excepting that 
with a defective Copy of the Preliminaries, he ſent a 
Relation that was very brief and yet inſignificant, 
and did not ſet in a clear Light any one Point of his 


Negocia tion VV'ö 
Even Count Wallis himſelf, in his Letters of the 
24th, 25th, and 26th of Auguff, expreſſed a very 
great Surprize at ſo l a Silence. Which 
——— being received: from Wallis by an Expreſs, 
we ſent on the 31ſt to Count Neæuperg ftrict Orders, 
in ſuch peremptory Terms, that he has own'd he 
perceived in them before-hand, how extreme our 
Indignation would be at what he in the mean Time 
had already done before he could receive them. Yet 
this could. not with-hold either him, or Count Val. 
lis, from precipitating the Execution of what had 
been agreed; tho' thoſe Orders came to them before 
the Term fixed (a thing never before heard of) for 
Beginning the Execution before the Ratification.. | 
The 2d of September we received Leiters from 
the Turſtiſb Camp, not from Count Neuperg, but 
from the Marquiſs de Villeneuve. By theſe Letters 
we learned, that Count, Newperg, without the leaſt

This News 
ſurpriſed us more than can be expreſſed, and by the 


unanimous Advice of our Miniſters, we diveſted 


Count Neuperg of the full Power that had been 


given him for negotiating. But this Precaution, 
and many others, which it would be tedious to fe- 


late, were partly uſeleſs, and partly too late. In 


*eight Days after we had the News of Count Neu- 
perg's having repaired to the Turkiſh Camp, we 


were appriſed, that he had there concluded and 


ſigned Preliminaries, which were in every Article 


expreſsly contrary. to thoſe clear and limited Orders 


that had been preſcribed to him; and to finiſh the 


Misſortune he agreed with the Turks, that theſe 
Preliminaries ſhould be carried into Execution, be- 


fore it was poſſible to give us any Account of them. 

We have already faid, that upen the falſe and 
artful Accounts, by which we are aſſured that Bel- 
grade was infallibly loſt, and that Things were in a 
deſperate Situation, we had allowed ourſelves to be 
induced, contrary to our own Opinion, and in or- 
der to have nothing to reproach ourſelves with, to 
give Count Neuperg an Authority to yield up the 
City of Belgrade to the Infidels, but this only in the 
Cafe” of the laſt Neceſſity, and in ſtipulating ex- 


preſsly, as a Condition fine. qua non, the Demolition 


of Orſeva, and the Surrender of the whole Bannat 


of Temeſtwaer ; and that having been afterwards in- 


formed, - that - theſe Accounts were void of all 
Foundation, we had given Count Neuperg timely 
Warning, to wit, upon the 23d of Auguſt, that 
this Caſe of the laſt Neceſſity did not exiſt.

ſituate. It contains ſeveral Apartments and noble 
Gardens, adorn'd with Caſcades, and hot and cold 


Baths. Tho? this Seraglio is not ſo large as that of 
. Conſtantinople, yet it is capable of holding above

troubled with a Dropſy, the Sultan had ſent a Litter

Every 
time that the Grand Vizir baited in our Journey,

The French Embaſſa- 
dor being deſirous to get to Conflantinople before

Nantinople, where they lodge all the Embaſſadors of 
Foreign' Coutts, by whom we were all very civilly 
entertain'd, each of them having his ſeparate 
Hotelle, where he is very well accommodated. As 
we were provided with a Houſe to ſee the 
Grand Vizir make his Public Entry, we were con- 
ducted to it by the Interpreter of the Porte, during 
Which there was ſuch a Silence in the Streets, that 
there was nota Word to be heard. The March was 
begun by the Grand Seignior's Guard In Yellow and 
Red Regimentals, riding two a-breaſt, with each a 
Pair of Colours; attended by the Soldiers who make 
the Attack in Battles, and follow'd by the Capigi 
Baſhas or Chambetlains of the Sultan, two and two 
in uniform Liveries, each follow'd by a Valet on 

Horſeback : The Harneſſes of the Horſes were adorn'd 
with precious Stones and the Houſings magnificently 
embroidered. Then march'd the Captain Baſha, or 
Great Admiral, riding on a ftately Horſe. The 
Mufti dreſs'd in White was in a Coach, preceded by 
all the Muſſulmen Clergy. ' Behind the Mufti was 
Mahomet's Colours, follow'd by the Grand Vizir, 
and accompany'd by above 2000 Perſons, moſt of 
them with Plumes of Feathers in their Turbans. 
The Prime Miniſter Jook'd up, to ſee if we were at 
the Houſe that was ſet apart for us, and his two Sons 
made us a handſome Compliment. The Grand Vi- 
zir was attended by all his Guards and his whole 
Houſhold.

The Emperor had ſome general Matters of Conſi -

Rights acquired by the Elector of Bavaria both in 
modern and more diſtant Times. Rights founded 
on particular Diſpoſitions, as well to the Hereditary 
Countries of the Houſe of 4ufria, as to great Part

Theſe Diſpoſitions clearly prove that the moſt ſe- 
rene Arch-Ducheſs Maria Thereſa according to the 
Order of Succeſſion eſtabliſhed by the Pragmatic.

Glorious Memory, we have choſe upon this Occa-

And on the other Hand, the Count Schafgetſch, 
D.iirector of. the Regency of that Duchy, caufed a Do- 
claration to be publiſhed, upon receiving the News of 
the Pruſſian Army's having entered the Territories of 
Sileſia: Which was to this Effect: That the Regen- 
cy has, with much Surprize, been informed of tbe 
coming of the Troops of the King of ' Prafia into 
S:lefia, not knowing that either the Queen of Hun- 
gary, &c. or the States of the Duchy, have given 
him the leaſt Occaſion for ſo doing. That che Pre- 
parations of War which his Pruſfn Majeſty bas lte. 
1 iy cauſed, to be made having given Grounds to en- 
F quire after their, Deſtinatien, very ſtrong Aſſurances, 
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tention to live in a perfect gqod Intelligence with her 
Majeſty, which tis impoſſible to bitieve. as that 
Prince has cauſed his T roops to enter into this Duchy, 
ainſt the Law of Nature and of Nations, and to 
he Prejudice of the Conſtitutions of the Empire and 
of the. Gelden-Byll. That the Regency has neglected 
nothing to preſerye the Friendſhip and good Neigh- 
bourhood of the King of Priſſia. That the Marquis 
de Betts, who went from Vienna to Berlin, was pro- 
vided wich neceſſary Inſtructions ta preſerve that good 
Underſtanding in dach Manner as ſhould not be inju- 
rious to the Rights of the Queen. That the King of 
Priſſia cannot form upon Silaſia any kind of Preten- 
ſions which have not been aboliſhed by the moſt ſo- 
lemn Treaties ; and that upon the Offer which he 
made of his .I'roops to the Queen, her Majeſty ſent 
Orders to the Marquis de Botta to declare, that ſne 
had no Intention that the Pruf/,an Troops ſte u'd enter 
into Sileſia ſo long as ſhe could ſupport her Rights 
without them.

Sileſia. He entered that City the 2d of January, 
attended by only 30 of his Life-Guards and was re- 

ceived, as Kings uſually are with great Demon- 
. Rrations of f Joy). for as his * was in the wo ol 
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Uneaſineſs. He immediately promiſed the Inhabi- 
rants, that they ſhould enjoy all their antient Privi- 


leges, particularly that of not having a Gariſon in 
their City, upon Condition however, that his Troops 
ſhould have a free Paſſage through the City, that 
they ſhould lodge in the Suburbs, that they ſhould 
be allowed to ere Magazines there, and that the 
City ſhould engage not to receive any Gariſon of 
Auſtrian Troops; all which Conditions they agreed 
to. He likewiſe promiſed his Indulgence and Pro- 


tection to the Roman Cathalics of the whole Pro- 
vince of Sileſi a; but nevertheleſs, when he found

The Intentions of the Elector in this Treaty were 
ſincere, being willing to unite himſelf in the moſt 


intimate Manner, and put a final End to the Diffe- 


rences with the Imperial Court, in order to ſupport 
the Syſtem of Europe. In ſhort, the Rights of the 
Houſe of Brandenbourg to Sileſia would have never 
more been mentioned, excepting in Hiſtory, if the 
Court of Vienna had proceeded in this Negotiation 


But whilſt an Accomodation was publickly ne- 
gotiating with the Father, Endeavours were uſing 
privately to deceive the Son. The Baron de Frey- 
tag, who was charged with this ſecret Negotia- 
tion, dexterouſly ſucceeded, by means of certain 
Intrigues which. were then carrying on at Court, to 


intimidiate the Electoral Prince, ſince King of Pruſ- 
fra, Frederic I. by infinuating to him, that the Im- 


perial Court would certainly enter into Meaſures 


oppoſite to his, unleſs he would engage to give up - 


to it, upon his Acceſſion to the Regency, the Ter- 
ritory of Schwribus, which the Emperor was going 
to cede to the Elector his Father, but by making 
ſuch a Promiſe he might expect to be powerfully 
protected and ſupported. He was not permitted to 
communicate this Affair to any Body, being threat-. 


ened with an eternal Hatred on the Part of the Em- 
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peror, if any of his Father's Miniſters were ma de

By theſe Artifices the Prince, deſtitute of Coun-

proved to it; but to no Purpoſe : It was impoſlible to 
make it e Salt Reaſon.

Theſe memorable Words ſeem to have been a 
Preſage of the preſent Juncture. The Male Line of 
Aufiria being extinct, that Family now deprived of 
the Luſtre of its Imperial Diadem, which hereto- 
fore rendered its Will and its Deciſions as Oracles, 
having been Judge and Party in its own Cauſes 
that Family being now, I ſay, reduced to a Level 
With others, and no longer in a Condition to impoſe 
üs Authority upon them, cannot take it amiſs, 
that they who have been unjuſtly oppreſſed, and fo 
long deprived by a greater Force of an Eſtate which 
lawfully belonged to them, ſhould endeavour at laſt 
to recover it.

This is the very Cale of the King of Pruſſia. Hig 
' Majeſty having ſo clear and indifputable a Right to 
the greateſt Part of Sila, would be wanting o 
himſelf, as well as to his royal Family, and to.

to ſuffer himſelf to be out-witted by other Pretend- 
ers.

The King's Intention is by no Means to invade 
the Rights of the Houſe of Auſtria, nor to diſturb 
the Order of the Succeſſion eſtabliſhed by the Prag- 
matic Sanction, His Majeſty is only recovering 
What the Court of Vienna has for near a Century 
unjuſtly detained from his Anceſtors, and though he 
demands a juſt Equivalent for the Revenues of which

at Berlin, which, as to this particular Queſtion, ran 


thus: The Author of the Information abovemen- 


tioned, makes a great Noiſe about this Queſtion, 
eſpecially i in the Beginning of the Piece, which is 


given as an Anſwer to the Expoſition of his Pru/- 


fian Majeſty's Rights. He exaggerates and accuſes 


the King of violating the Laws of Nature 
and Nations, in making an Irruption into Sie- 
fa, at the fame Time that he promiſed the ſincereſt 


Friendſhip to the Queen of Hungary, and affured 
molt of the Courts of Europe that he had no De- 
ſigns prejudicial to that Princeſs. 


This Imputation is ill grounded: It is well known 
that the Emperor's Death put the Affairs of Europe 


in a pretty dangerous Situation, ſeveral Pretenders 
having put in for the Provinces included in S. leſſa. 
This is what induced his Pruſian Majeſty to ſend 


his Troops thither, not only to cover the Provinces 


he holds in that Country, and which border on his 
' other Dominions, but alſo to be in Readineſs againſt 
all thoſe who formed Pretenſions to Sileſſa. 


However, before this Step was taken, the King 
notified his Deſign to the Miniſter of Hungary and _ 

Bohemia, then at Berlin; he even gave Notice of it 

at Vienna; and after he had entered Silefia, a conſi- 

derable Time elapſed before he would ſuffer the leaſt 

| r to be committed. He ſent to the Court of. 
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jenna the Grand Marſhal Count Gotter, the better 
to convince her that he had nothing but pacific In- 
tentions, and to lay beſore her the Rights of the 
Houſe of Brandenburg. In ſhort, he gave Count 
Gotter full Power to confer with the Vienna Miniſtry, 
and made Propoſals, which in all Appearance ought 
to have been favourably received. Nevertheleſs the 
King was deceived in his Expectations: The Court 
of Vienna, far from doing him Juſtice, and reliſhing. 
his Propofals, rejected them with Diſdain, and de- 
clared that ſhe would look upon the King of Pruſſia 
as an Enemy as long as he remained in Silgſia, and 
immediately ſhe began to aſſemble Troops in order 
to drive him out. "Theſe Proceedings made his Ma- 
jeſty take Jeſs pacific Meaſures ; and he began to 
aſſert the Juſtice of his Cauſe in a more effectual Man- 
ner than he had done before. int + 400 
The Detail of thefe Circumſtances proves that the 

King tried fair Means, before he employed Force, 
in order to obtain the Reſtitution of what belongs to 
him; and the Demands he made, may, accordin 
to the Law of Nations, ſerve inſtead of a formal

And, upon the Author of the Information's af- _

thoſe two Treaties tended ſolely to the Intereſt of 
that Houſe, and that the Electors of Brandenburg 
reaped conſiderable Benefits from them, the Court 
of Berlin anſwers as follows:

As to the Operations of the War, I cannot ſpare | 
Room to be particular, or to give a full and exact 
Account of all the Marches, Counter-marches, |

only an Account of fome of the moſt remarkable 
Events, the firſt of which was the taking of Glagotm 
by Surpriſe, of which we bad an Account by the 


following Letter from a Prufjan Officer, dated 


March Loth, viz. I came Yeſterday to Schweidnitz, - 
after a Tranſaction of which I cannot help giving 
you an Account. 


Being arrived at Oblau, on the 6th at 10 o'Clock * 


at Night, the King commanded me to ſet out with 
certain Orders to Prince Leopold, who commanded 
the Blockade of Gl/ogaw ;.. accordingly the next 
Nine I delivered a Note to the Prince, whereby 
he was commanded immediately to attack Glogaw. 
Sword in Hand, in Purſuance of a Plan which his 
Majeſty had before concerted with that Prince. The 
next Day, viz. the 8th, early in the Morning, 
his Highneſs ſent for the: Commandants of the Bat- 
talions, and declared to them that the Place muft 
be taken the very next Night. The Diſpoſitions to 
be made for that Purpoſe were given them in Wri- 
ting, and then the Captains that were to lead on 
the firſt Detachments, were ſhewed what Places 
they were to enter at. The Arms were 1

and freſh charged, and every other Diſpoſition made 
with the leaſt Noiſe poſſible. At 8 o'Clock the 


Troops began to put themſelves: under Arms, and 


at 9 they defiled from the Villages to the Poſts that 
were aſſigned them, a Mile from the Town, at 
which they arrived about 10, with the greateſt Or- 


der and Silence imaginable. At three Quarters paſt 


11 they all advanced very ſoftly to the Foot of the 

Glacis, where we arrived preciſely as the Clock 
ſtruck 12. That Moment all the Troops ad vanced 
full Speed to the firſt Paliſadoes, and without Heſi- 
tation leaped over them, to throw themſelves into 
the covered Way. Immediately ſome ſmall De- 
tachments ran to the Right and Left, to diſarm eve- 
ry Enemy they could find. Then it was our At- 
tacks were expoſed to a Fire from the Ramparts, 
which at the ſame Time gave the Alarm to the 
Town ; but this did not hinder our Troops from 


puſhing on, for in a Trice they deſcended into the 


Diteh, and advanced to the Foot of the Rampart, 


© which was 34 Feet high, with a Slope of 10 Feet, 


and, by Conſequence, very troubleſome to- climb, 
eſpecially after a Froſt of two Days, which made: 
it very ſlippery Footing. Notwithſtanding this we 
undertook the Aſcent. Prince Leopold, and the 
Margrave Charles, with 5 or 6 others, were the 


firſt that got to the Top of the Courtine, and I had 


the Honour to follow them; but we were not alone 
there long, for the ſecond Battalion of Prince Leo- 
pold's Regiment, as well as four Companies of Gre- 
nadiers, quickly came up and joined us; one of 
which Companies immediately feized a Baſtion on 


the Right, while another did the ſame on the Left. 


With the reſt we advanced on the Left to the Caſtle, 
of which there was a Neceſſity of breaking down 
the Gate, and a dozen Carpenters were ſet about 


it; but as ſoon as they had made ſome Holes in it, 


ee 
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there came a Shower of Bullets through, which kil- 
led four Men, We were obliged for this Salute to 
the Generals Wallis and Reysti, who poſted thither 
with the Grenadiers, but they did not ſtay long; 
for Prince Leopold cauſing the Fire to be returned 
through the ſame Chaſms, by which General Ræyst i 
received two Wounds in the Rim of his Belly, the 
Grenadiers'fled with all Speed, and General Wallis 
was obliged to follow them. Then the Gate was 
1 laid open, and we entered with Beat of Drum into 
the Caſtle, and from thence into the Town. So. 
much for what paſſed at our firſt Attack: The two 
others were executed with the ſame Vigour and 
Diſpatch ; inſomuch that the Heads of all the Co- 
lumns arrived much about the ſame Time in the 
Streets of the Place, according as they met with 
more or leſs Reſiſtance. All that was made upon 
: the Rampart wasdefeated by our Men with Bayonets 
a fixed at the End of their Lee ee But to tell 
vou the Truth, the Conſternation was ſo great a- 
mong the Enemy, that ſeveral begged Quarter, as 
you will eaſily judge by what follows: Four Grena- 
diers of Glaſenap's Regiment. which were the laſt 
that came upon the Rampart, having miſſed their 
Company, went to the Right inſtead of the «Left, : 
and _came to the Neck of a Baſtion, where one of _ 
the Enemy's Captains was poſted with 52 Men. 
Being a little ſurprized at firſt, as you may naturally 
imagine, they thought of retreating ; but on a ſud- 
den they reſolved to act the Part of Deſperadoes, and 
to go and attack them; and accordingly they puſhed 
on with their Bayonets, and called out to the En- 
my to lay down their Arms, which ſtruck them 
with ſuch a Panic, that, being moreover deceived 
perhaps by the Darkneſs of the Night, they obeyed, 
whereupon three of the Grenadiers ſtood Centry.

over them, while the fourth went to ſeek a Re- 
inforcement, which he ſoon found. _ 
In fine, while the Grenadiers were clearing the 
Ramparts, the Battalions entered the Town by the 
Avenues which the former had opened, and ſeized _ 
tze Governor's Main-guard with the Colours and all 
they found there, and this put an End to the 
whole Affair, which laſted juſt an Hour after

_ How many Men (continues that Officer) do you 
think we loſt ? You will hardly believe me, but I can 
aflure you, that we had only 30 or 40 private Men 
killed, and though there may be 50 or 60 wounded, 
it was for moſt part with Caltrops, which is of ve1 
little Confequence. Nothing but the Good-will, the 
Vivacity and the Obedience of our Troops, the Dif- _ 
poſition of the whole Attack, and the good Order 
with which it was executed, could have fecured us 
from a Loſs much more confiderable ; for in ſhort 
: you need not be told that it is playing a deſperate _ 
Game to attack Sword in Hand, but, without Can- 
non, and even without Scaling-ladders, a Place re- 
gularly fortifted, which has a good covered Way, 
well paliſadoed with Chevaux de Frize, beſides ano- 
ther Palifadoe at the Foot of the Rampart 30 or 34 
Feet in Height, very ſteep, and defended by a Num-

Many People have always thought that we placed | 


our whole Truſt in the Fire of our Infantry; but by 


this Inſtance they will find, that when Needs muſt 


we can fight without Firing, becauſe it is certain, 
that there were not 300 Diſcharges on our Part. 


I know not how many Men the Enemy may have 
loſt. The Day before this Action, the Gariſon con- 


ſiſted of 28 Officers (excluſive of the Commiſſion 


Officers) and 1004 Men, who are all made Priſon- 


ers of War, for both Murder and Plunder were pro- 
hibited. One Mark of the Diſcipline obſerved by 
our Soldiers is, that not one of them entered into a 
Houſe, but every Man kept his Rank and File with-

I don't believe that the like ever happened ina

Birtenfeld were only wounded, of which they after- 
wards recovered ; and that bf the Prufſian Side Col.

Colonel Hautcharmois, rot mentioned before, was

In ſhort by all Accounts it appeared, that though - 


the Auſtrians were obliged to retire, and for Want 


'of Horſes to leave ten Pieces of Cannon, four of 
which they had taken from the Enemy at the Be- 

inning of the Action, behind them, the Prufjians 

d not much to boaſt of; and this was confirmed 
by the Couſequences, for the Auſtrian Army retired 
only behind the River Neis, where they encamped,, 
and the King of Prufia did not think fit to attack 


them a ſecond Time; but after making himſelf 
Maſter of all that Part of Sileſia to the North of 


the River Neſs, he continued encamped, ſometimes 


at one Place, ſometimes at another, to the North 


of that River, and the Auſtrians continued in their 


Camp, ſometimes upon the South, and at other 
Times upon the North Side of the ſame River, ſo 


that nothing but Skirmiſhes happened afterwards be- 
tween the two Armies though they were ſeveral 
Times within a few Leagues, and ſometimes i in 
Sight of one another. 

At laſt, about the Middle of September, the Au - 
trian Army was obliged to retire, in order to make 


Head againſt the Bavarians and French, and then 
the King of Pruſſia marched and laid Siege to Neiſs, 


which was, after a ſhort Siege, ſurrendered to him 
upon the uſual honourable Terms the 31 of Oc- 
tober ; and there being then no ſufficient Army to 
oppoſe his Progreſs, he ſoon made himſelf Maſter of 


all Silefia, after which his Army marched into Mo- 
ravia, and on the.26th of December made them- 


ſelves Maſters of Olmutz, the Capital of that Pro- 
vince, the Garriſon having capitulated upon ho- 


nourable Terms, and retired to Brinn. Before his

oy General Count Mercy 4 Argentau, who was de-

- The "Enany immediately a- 
bandoned their Intrenchments at Lombach and Stern- 
berg, as alſo the Town and Caſtle of Steyr, The 
25th I arrived at Emlatten, where I waited the two 
following Days for the coming up of the Pontons 
and the Artillery, The 28th I marched with the 
Army to Lasbach, and on the 29th as far as Hagg, 
which is as two Leagues from Ens, The 3oth we 


' marched all Night, and this Morning at Break of 


Day we laid our Bridges over the Ens. The Work - 
was finiſhed with wonderful Diſpatch, notwithſtand- 


having retired with Precipitation, Marſhal Keven- 
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ing the Fire of the Enemy's Cannon, and. then we 
paſſed the River, the Foot over the Bridge, but the 
Horſe took to the Stream.

And a farther Account of theſe Succeſſes we had E: 
in the following Advices from Vienna, dated January 
3d, 1742. On Monday the 1ſt of this Month, two 
Couriers arrived here one after another, with the 
agreeable News that Marſhal Kevenhuller had. paſſed 
the River of Ens, and driven the Enemy from the 
Town of that Name, and from that of Steyr alto. 
As the French and Bavarians had the ſaid River be- 
fore them, beſides an Intrenchment, and a Line 
drawn between the two Towns above-mentioned, 
Marſhal Kevenbuller made a Feint of attacking them 
on the Side of Matbauſen, during which Time M. 
Mercy diſlodged them from Steyr, after having killed 4 
and made Priſoners a great Number of them; and 
at the ſame Time the Town of Ens was taken. 
The Day after being the 31ſt of December, a Bat ta- 
lion-of French which pretended to make ſome *Re- 
ſiſtance on the Banks of the River Eus, was cut to 
Pieces.

_buller detached the Huſſars after them, who ſlew 
and took Priſoners a great Number. The Boors 
having alſo taken Arms, cut all they met to.

From the Army of M. de 
Lobhowitsz there is Advice, that M. de Chatillon, a 
French Brigadier, had fallen into the Hands of 
Caroli's Huſſars, who, after killing Too of his Men, 
took him Prifoner himſelf, with his Son, four othe 
Officers, and 100 private Soldiers. | 
nd January 6th 1742. the Enemy commanded 


by M. de Segur, the Prince of Tingry, my Lord

| Theſe Succeſſes, one may eaſily ſee, were entirely I 
owing to the French and their Allies dividing their 


Army, and not marching in a Body to attack the- 


Enemy, which, conſidering the Difference between 


their Troops and the Auſtrian, they ought certainly 
to have done; for their Troops conſiſted all of 
regular well diſciplined Regiments; whereas the 


Hogs conſiſted moſtly in new raiſed Militia. 
When theſe two Sorts of Troops engage in {mall 
Parties, there is little or no Difference; but when 


they engage in great Armies, the diſciplined Troops 


have a great Advantage, becauſe they can eaſi- 


ly change their Diſpoſition, and thereby make the beſt

of all thoſe Advantages which the Situation of the 


Ground, and other Accidents during the Battle may 
afford them ;.and becauſe a Peak Army of Militia are 


very apt to fall into Confuſion, and more liable to be 
ſeized with a general Panic, than a great Army of re- 
gular well diſciplined Troops. For this Reaſon, the 


Army-of the French and their Allies ſhould, by all 


Means, have endeavoured to bring the Auſtrian 


Army to a general Battle, which they might probably 


have done, by marching towards Vienna; but Pro- 


vidence interpoſed in Favour of public Liberty, and 
blinded their Counſels ſo, as to prevent their making 


the proper Uſe of the Advantage they had-over the 


Enemy. . 
hbheſe are the moſt remarkable Occurrences of a 
hoſtile Nature during this Year, and now I ſhall ob- 
. ſerve, that though the Battle of Mollibitæ, between 


the Auſtrians and Pruſſiant, happened ſo early in the 
Seaſon, yet neither of the two Armies attempted an 


Thing of Conſequence during the reſt of the Seaſon, . 
which was probably owing to the Negotiations car- 
ried on during the whole Summer, on ane Side for 
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| reſtoring Peace between the Queen of Hungary and 
King of Pruſſia, and on the other for engaging the 


Kings of Pr»fia and Poland in an Alliance with 
France and Bavaria. The Hopes of a Peace pre- 
vented the Auſtrians from endeavouring to drive the 
Pruffans out of Sileſia, and the King of Prugra choſe 
not to force the Auſtrians to a ſecond Battle, becauſe 
he was ſure of obtaining what he wanted, either by 
a Peace with the Queen of Hungary, or an Alliance 
with the French and Bavarians. 

As this was his Caſe from the very firſt Day of * 
entering Sileſa, and as it was hardly edle, _ 
fidering how Ruſfa and Sweden were engaged, to 


form a ſufficient Counter-Alliance againſt France, 


Spain, Sicily, Bavaria, the Prince of Palatine, and - 
Elector of Cologne : I ſay, as it was hardly poſlible to 
form ſuch an Alliance, without drawing the King of 


_ Pruga into it, or at leaſt preventing his engaging on 


the other Side, it is therefore ſurpriſing, that the 
Court of Vienna, as well as the Maritime Powers, 


did not fee, that it was abſolutely neceſſary to give 


immediate Satisfaction to his Pruſſian Majeſty, in 

order to prevent its being in the Power of France to 
attempt giving Laws to the Empire of Germany. 
Or, if the Court of Vienna was ſo blinded by its

— It is impoſſible to account for this Blindneſs in the

his Britannic Majeſty's Miniſter Plenipoten- 
tiary, and Major General Baron Ginckel, Envoy 
extraordinary from the States General of the United 
Provinces, have repreſented to him in their Memori- 
als, dated from Bre/lau, the 8th of this Month, in 
Regard to the Affair of Sileſia, and his Differences 
with the Queen of Hungary. 

His Majeſty having demanded nothing ſince his 
eee into Silgſa, but the ſpeedy and juſt Re- 
ſtitution of the Territories withheld from his Royal 
and Electoral Houſe for almoſt a Century paſt, he 
never was averſe to a reaſonable Accommodation 
with the Court of Vienna. 

The advantageous Propoſals made, from Time 
to Time, by his Majeſty to the Queen of Hungary 
on this Affair, are well enough known to the World, 
and ought to be deemed ſtrong Proofs of the King 8. 
Moderation and Love of Peace. 

Theſe ſame Propoſals might have long fince put 
that Princeſs in a Way to adjuſt theſe Differences, 
had ſhe but liſtened to the Voice of Juſtice nd 
Equity. 

But if the King has ſeen with Regret, that fer 
from having the leaſt Regard for them, they were

| * §. 3. # Neutrality for Hanover.. 


The Negotiations for a Peace between the Queen 
of Hungary and King of Pruffia were continued 
however, during t he reft of the Year, and coſt the 
Britiſh Miniſter at Vienna two or three Journies to 
Sileſia, but without any Effect; and the only other 
Negotiation I think neceſſary to take Notice of, 
e was 
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was, that between France and Hanover. Whilſt 


the King of Prufia continued to act by himſelf, and 


to refuſe entering into any Concert with France, 


the latter took no Notice of the warlike Preparations 
carrying on in Hanover, But as ſoon as the French 
thought themſelves ſecure of Prugia, they publiſhed 
at Ratisbon the Declaration I havè mentioned; and 
ſoon after, marched a great Army towards Veſipha- 
lia, as I have before related. This Army was in 
their Route joined by a large Body of Palatine Troops, 
and by another of thoſe of Cologne, fo that altoge- 
ther they formed a conſiderable Army; and as the 

King of Pruſſia had another conſiderable Army upon 
the other Side of the Hanover Dominions, the Mi- 
niſters of that EleCtorate then, when it was too late 
ſaw the unlucky Conſequences of having, in fome 
Meaſure, forced the King of Pruy/ia into an Alliance 
with France. The Embarkation of the Briti/þ 


Troops had been ſuſpended - Nay, even the March 


of the Daniſh and Heffian Troops had been ſuſpend- 
ed; ſo that there was not in Hanover an Army ſuf- 
ficient to oppoſe either of the Armies then upon its 

Frontier. In theſe Circumſtances the Miniſters of 


Hanover eeuld not think of nothing but a Neutra- 


lity, and the Baron de Bardenberg was, towards the 
End of Auguſt, diſpatched away to Paris to nego- 
tiate, or, as the French Miniſter at the Hague pub- 


| lickly ſaid, to beg this Neutrality ; but as the French 


_ were then ſoliciting the Dutch to come into a Neu- 
trality, it was neceſſary to keep this Negotiation a 
profound Secret, becauſe if the Dutch had accepted 
of the Neutrality offered them, it might have been 


difficult to have obtained any Sort of Neutrality for 


Hanover, without publickly inſerting ſuch Articles 
as would have been very diſagreeable to the Britiſb 
Nation. However ſome confuſed Accounts of this 

Negotiation carrying on at Paris and Hanover were 

F "whiſpered 
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5 whiſpered hang perhaps artfully by the Minifters 
of France; for the defeating of which, the Hano- 
verian Minifter at Ratisbon publickly declared, about 


| il} 264 dhe 20th of Auguſt, that his Maſter was taking ſuch 


eaſures as would ſoon enable him, not only to 
defend himſelf, but to act offenſively; and that he 
was reſolved to defend with all his Force the Liberty 
of the Germanic Body ; and the Britiſh Miniſter at 
the Hague, upon being asked the Queſtion by ſome 
of the States Deputies, even about the' Middle of 
September, declared, -as we are told, that he had 
received 71 Expreſs, which brought him a flat Con- 
traditiou to all theſe Reports. Theſe public De- 
dlarations made moſt People believe, that there was 
really no Ground for any ſuch Report, and there- 
fore the World was very much ſurpriſed, when, by 
the Public News from Hanover, of the th of Octo- 


1 ber, they were adviſed, that a Convention for the 
ff Neutrality of that Electorate was ſigned there upon 
the 27th of September. 


Some of the Effects of this Neutrality I have al- 
ready taken Notice of, of which I ſhall add, that 
by Accounts from Munich of the Zoth of September, 

we heard, that the Valet de Chambre of Baron de Haſ- 
lang, his Electoral Highneſs's Miniſter at Hancver, 
had lately arrived at the Army, with very important 
: ; Diſpatches, among which was a Letter from the 
King of Great- Eritain to the Elector, aſſuring him, 
that he would conſent to give him his Vote at the next 
Election of a King of the Romans. And though af- 
how the Concluſion of this Neutrality, there was no 
Occaſion for keeping within the Electorate the whole, 
even of its own Troops; yet the 4000 Men were re- 
fuſed which, by the Guaranty of the Pragmatic Sanc- 
tion, the Elector of Hanover was obliged to ſend to the 
Queen of Hungary: Nay, the 6000 Daniſb and the 
6000 He Man Troops were kept within the Ns 
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of - Hanover, wherce they could now be of no Ufe,” 


though they were taken into Britiſb Pay, upon the N 
Queen of Hungary's making a Demand of the 12000 


Men which this Nation was obliged, by its Guaran- 


. the Pragmatic SanCtion, to ſend to her Al- 


ance. 
Iſhall next give a ſhort Recon of the Behaviour 
of the Court of Vienna, in the melancholy Situation 


to which it had been reduced by the Death of the 


late Emperor, the Ambition of ſome of the Princes 


of Germany, and the Treachery of ſome of thoſe 


Powers, who had guaranteed the Pragmatic Sanc- 
tion. But firſt, I muſt obſerve, that on the 13th 


of March her Hungarian Majeſty was ſafely brought 


to Bed of a Prince, who was the fame Evening 


> baptized by the Name of Foſeph- Benedift- Auguſtus- | 
John-Antbony-Michael- Adam, the King of Poland 
and the Pope ſtanding Godfathers by their reſpeQive 


Proxies. This gave a new Life to her Hungarian 
Majeſty's Affairs; and the firſt Maxim which ſeems 
to have been laid down by her Court, was to throw 
aſide all partial Regard 7 5 to Papiſt or Proteſtant, 
the next was, not only to gain the Affections of 
the People, but to raiſe in them an Enthuſiaſtic Sort 
of Zeal for the Support and Defence of their Sove- 


reign. It would be endleſs to take Notice of all the 


laudable Arts they made Uſe of for this Purpeſe; I 


| ſhall take Notice only of a few of them, and the 
Event will ſhew, that they had their Effect. As 
Hungary was their N and moſt potent Do- 


minion, and as the People of that Country were 


the moſt warlike and moſt accuſtomed to Arms, the 
Queen's chief Aim was to gain their Affections, and 
| Incite their Zeal for her Service. June 19th, her 
Majeſty ſet out from Vienna for Presbeurg, accom- 


anied by her Conſort the Grand Duke of Tuſcany, 
ince Charles of Lorram his Brother, and many 
N 
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of her Nobility of. both Sexes, where ſhe arri ived 
the next Da 2 and made her Entrance on Horſe- 
back in an Hungarian Dreſs. On the 25th of the 
fame Month ſhe was crowned with the Solemnities 
uſual in that Kingdom, having firſt confirmed to 
the Proteſtants future Enjoyment of all their 
Rights with Regard to Religion, and agreed to the 
Capitulation drawn up by the Diet, of which the 
following were the chief Articles, 

1. That the King ſhould never be without a Pa- 
latine, and that after the Death of Velt-Marſhal 


Count Palfy, the Diet ſhall be convoked in order to 


chuſe one out of the four Perſons that the Queen 
ſhall propoſe. 
2. That in Caſe the Queen dies (which God for- 

bid) before the young Arch-Duke is out of his Mino- 
rity, the Palatine ſhall be his Guardian in this King- 
dom. 

3- That the Employments in the Country ſhall 
be given to none but Hungarians.

greater Numbers than ſhe had Occaſion for, ready 
to liſt in her Service.

However, ſhe reſolved to ſtay as long as ſhe could 
at Preſbourg, and to prevent the Enemy's Approach 
great Numbers of Hands were employed in repair- 

ing and augmenting the Fortifications of Yienna, 
for which Purpoſe many fine Palaces and Gardens 
in the Suburbs were demoliſhed ; but what added. 
" moſt to the Strength of that City was the Vigour 
and Spirit of the Inhabitants, who not only aſſiſted 
at the Fortifications, but all took Arms and exer- 
Ciſed themſelves every Day, in-order to be able to. 
defend their City and their Sovereign; ſo that with 
the Addition of but a very few regular Troops, 
there was muſtered a very conſiderable Army within 
the Walls of that City, and Care was taken for 
laying in ſuch a Quantity of Proviſions, Ammuni- 
tion and other Stores, as would have enabled them 
to hold out a long Siege; which was probably the 
- Reaſon why the French and Bavarians durſt not 
venture to attack that City ; for it is a very difficult 
Taſk to conquer any Country, where every Man 
the Invaders meet with, is fou .d to be a well arm'd 
and well diſciplin'd Soldier. By theſe Means the 
City of Vienna was faved, and the Queen with her 
whole Court, returned to it the 11th of December, 
a ſhort Deſcription of which, may not perhaps be 
unacceptable to the Reader. 


§. A Deſcription of the City of Vienna. 


It is the Capital City of Auſtria, one of the 
greateſt, moſt populous, ſtrongeſt, and richeſt Ci- 
ties in Germany, ſeated on the South Side of the 
Danube, over which it has a Bridge: It is a Biſhop's

vilege laſted only four Years. Before the Siege in 
the Vear 1683, the Suburbs were very great, a- 


dorn'd with ſtately: Palaces, Gardens, * alks, and 
all other Accommodations. | 


The City itſelf is that willed and fortified Part | 
deſign'd not only for Convenience of Habitation, 


but alſo to ſuſtain a Siege or any Attacks from the 
Turis. It is fortified according to the exacteſt 


Rules of modern military Architecture, with ten 
Baſtions towards the Land and a very deep Ditch, 
into which they can let the Danube, and with three 


bother Baſtions towards the Water. The whole 


Circuit, including the Suburbs is very large, but 


within the Walls is not much above three Miles in 


Circumference. The chief Gates of this City are 


ſtx in Number with good wooden Bridges to paſs 


over the Ditch. The Houſes are generally built 


of Stone, many of them ſix Stories high; the 
Cellars are very deep, and commonly one under 


another, they are for the moſt Part arched, and 
two Pair of Stairs to deſcend into them. The 


City bas two Walls, 3 85 and inward, which 


is but inconſiderable. his Was _originally built 


with the Ranſom of our . Richard 1. who in 
his Return from the Holy War, was detained a 


Priſoner by the Duke of Auſtria in 1192. The 
Auſtrians pretending they had received ſome Af- 
front from that King at Zeppa, and that he bad 
taken down the Enſign and Banner of Leopold in a 
contemptuous Manner. The outward Wall is of 
eee Breadth, made of Earth, and faced with 

ick, edged with Free-Stone, ſo well built as- to 


| render it one of the moſt anten fortified Pla- 


ces in Eur, 

The Imperial Palace is a very noble ſubſtantial 
Building, and furniſhed in a moſt ſuperb Manner, 
it conhits of two WR, one very large for the 
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great Officers: and Ladies of the Houſhold, and 


the other leſs, which is the particular Apartment 
of her Hungarian Majeſty, as it was of her auguſt 
Father the late Emperor. At the Entrance over 
the Gate are ſet in capital Letters the five Vowels, 


A. E. I. O. U. which People have variouſly inter- 


preted after their own Fancies; one of which is, 
Auſtriæ ęſt Imperare Orbi univerſo; or in their own 
Language, Alles It Ofterrech, Untherthan. That

In the City a are many falt Kue woke Con- 
vents and conventual Churches, as that of the: Car- 
melites, the Benedifines, &c. The Jeſuits, who 
ſeldom fail of noble Convents near great Princes 
who eſpouſe their Intereſt, have here ſeveral fine 
Colleges. The Front of one of them opens into 
a fair Piazza, in the Middle of which ſtands a large 
Copper Column of the Compoſite Order, upon a 
Pedeſtal of white Stone, ſupported by four Angels 
with Eſcutcheons, and on the Top the Statue of 


the bleſſed Virgin. There are alſo ſeveral Inſcrip- 


tions on the Baſis importing that, the: Emperor de- 
dicgtes Auſtria to her Patronage and Jui tian. 
The Church of St. Peter is alſo. worthy Notice, 
not ſo much ſor its Splendor as Antiquity, The 
Cathedral Church of St. Stephen contains divers 
Monuments of Princes and other great Perſonages, 
it is a large ſtately Building, but ſomewhat dark, 
by reaſon of the thick painted Glaſs on the Win- 


dows. The Steeple and Spire are very remarka- 


ble, as being higb, large, ſtrong and handſome; 
on che Top, 07 inſtead of the W eathergock the 
40 | . 
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Spire, formerly ſtood the Star and Half Moon, the 


Turkiſh Arms: Theſe were placed above the Croſs, 


which gave Offence to many, as thinking it an In- 
ſult on the Chriſtian Religion. The Cauſe of it 
Was this: When Solyman the magnificent laid Siege 
to Vienna. ſeeing the People obſtinate in their De- 
fence, he intended to batter down the Steeple of 
this Church; but ſome of his Baffa's perſuading 
him that it ee be an Honour, when be had 
the City, to have ſuch a noble Pyramid in his Do- 
minions, he ſent Word into the Town, that he 
would ſpare the Steeple if they would fet the Half 


Moon and Star upon the Top of it; to which they 


conſented if he would ſend one to them. This he 
did, and they placed it accordingly, by this Means 
preſerving the Steeple. This Siege was in 1529, 


and the Half Moon and Star remained there to the 


Siege in 1683, when, the Inhabitants perceiving the 
Turks paid no Regard to it, they took it down 2nd 
advanced the Croſs. This Steeple is computed to 
be about four hundred ſixty five Feet high. 

The Unixerſity of Vienua is far from deing cons 
temptibie if we conſider its Antiquity, number of 
Scholars, Courſe of Studies, with their Accommo- 
dations, Privileges and Advancements.

To 
theſe Inſtances the King has hitherto anſwered, that

Inſtant 

with his Army at Ranow, on this Side of the Rinu- 

 detof:GChrudimsha, received Advice, that the Pruſ- 
fans were making a forced March in order to reach 
.Czaslaw ; whereupon he came to a Reſolution to 

(attack them, and for that Purpoſe leſt the Baggage 

at Ranow. The fame Evening he marched for 

_ Gzaslaw, and arrived there with the whole Army a- 
- bout two o'Clock in the Morning. Then he be- 
gan to dray up the Troops in Order of Battle ; 4

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drawn up in the beſt Order they could, attacked 
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while he was doing this, he receiyed Advice, that 


the Enemy were behind the Village of Chotozatz, - 


and that it was impoſſible for them to avoid a Battle: 
Upon this the Prince immediately advanced in ex-

At half an Hour after ſeven in the Morning, the 
Auſtrians being then within 2000 Paces of the Pru/- 


ſians, the latter began to cannonade them with their 


24 Pounders; in Spite of which our firſt Line ad- 
vanced in Front. The Huſſars were detached in 
order to haraſs the Enemy, but, having been repul- 
ſed , they fell back on the Body of Reſerve, and put 
it in Confuſion; And a Regiment, which covered 
our left Wing, having been routed at the ſame time 


by the Enemy, was the Occaſion of diſorderiug three 


other Regiments: However, the reſt of the Line, 


not in the leaſt diſmayed at this Piece of ill Luck, 


advanced with all the Bravery imaginable. TheE- 
nemy's Left Wing made three furious Charges on 
our Right, and was repulſed each time: After 
which, our Right pierced as far as the Village of 
Chotozitz, where the former had a large Body of 
Foot, which our Men attacked, ſet fire to the 
Village, and even puſhed the Enemy into the Camp. 
This Advantage, witch might have been ſo well 
improved, was fatal to us: Our Soldiers were ſo 
greedy of Plunder, that nothing could prevail upon 


them not to touch the Baggage: Neither Entrea- 


ties nor Menaces had any Effect upon them. This 
gave the Enemy an Opportunity to look about 
them, and rally themſęlves: They were even rea- 


dy to attack us in Flank, and would probably have 
done it with Succeſs, had they not been ſtopt ſhort 


by our Right Wing, which happily retreated in 
time from the Enemy's Camps The Cavalry of 
the Left Wing, and of the Body of Reſerve, having

and bore down before them the Enemy's left Wings _ 
and purſued it through their Camp as far as Kutten- 
berg, though to little Purpoſe, the Purſuit having 
deen made in Diſorder after the Manner of the 
In the mean while the Infan ry.of the. main Body 
was engaged with that of the Enemy. We were 
attacked here three times ſucceffively, and as often 
vigorouſly repulſed the Enemy; and, confidering 
we were ſuſtained by no more than 400 Horſe, we 
uſhed the Enemy farther than there was Occaſion. 
he Prufgjan Foot, tho* repulſed, rallied every 
time, and {tilt returned to the Charge in good 
Order: Moreover, it was ſuperior in Number to 
ours, and was continually reinforced during the Ac- 
tion. So that, it being impoſſible that our Foot a- 
Tone could bring Victory to our Side, Prince Charles 
put an End to the Battle, which laſted from eight 
in the Morning till Noon. The Army retiret be- 
hind the Rivulet of Czaſiarv, where it drew up again 
in Order of Battle. The Pruſſans purſed us with 
their Field- Artillery, from which they made a ſmart 
Fire: Neverthele's, our Horſe and Foot reſumed 
their March in very good- Order, and took the 
Rout to the Camp of Willimew, where the Army 
had lain two Days before. . 
It is reckoned, that there were about 2000 killed 
and wounded among the Foot: It is true indeed, 
that we ſtill miſs as many more, but, as every Hour 
brings in ſome of the Stragglers, we hope the reſt 
will ſoon join the Army. Our Horſe have ſuſtain- 
ed but an inconſiderable Loſs, not above boo Men 
at moſt. Except what has been mentioned, con- 
cerning the plundering of the Enemy's Baggage, all 
the Troops fought with the utmoſt Intrepidity. The 
Major-Generals, Fra tenberg and Welſp, and Colonel 
Sour: are killed. The Major-Generals, *

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and Pallant, and the Colonels Thierhim and Living- 


lein, with Baron Hagenback, are the principal Offi- 


cers wounded. We are perſuaded the Enemy's 
Lo is greater than ours. We took from them 14 
Standards, and two Pair of Colours, and upwards 
of 1000 Priſoners, among whom is Major-General 
Merdect, who is ſince dead of his Wounds, beſides 
a Colonel, two Lieutenant · Colonels, and many o 
ther Seen We alſo togk, 2000 of their Horſes ; 
from wherice we conclude, that their Cavalty has ei- 
ther ſuffered extremely, or that it is in a manner 
quite ruined. Let that be as it will, it is certain 
that none of their Cavalry followed us in our Re- 
treat. We loſt a few Field - Pieces, the Carriages 
having been broke, or the Horſes killed, and the

had of this Battle, it is certain, that the Pruffian 
Cavalry ſuffered exceſſively, and that, had it not

The French and Bavarians being now left to con- 
tend by themſelves alone againſt the Forces of the 


Queen of Hungary, ſuch of their Troops as were 
in Bohemia, under the Command of the Marſhals 


Broglio and Belleiſſe, thought of nothing but of for- 


tifying themſelves in their Camp under the Walls 


of Prague, and for that Purpoſe they choſe a very 


convenient Spot of Ground in a Winding of the 
River Moldau, by which their Right, Left, and 
Rear, were ſecured againſt any Attack; ſo that 
they had nothing but a narrow Front to guard, 
and this was defended in Flank by the Cannon up- 
on the Ramparts of the Town, as well as by the 
Works they raiſed in Front. To give a regular 


Journal of the Siege of this City would be tedious, 
and therefore I ſhall only give what was moſt re- 


markable in it. The Auſtrian Army under Prince 


Charles encamped on the Hills of Ginriſnitx, with- 


in Sight of Prague, and about a Quarter of 'a 
League from it, on the 25th of June, from 


whence it marched, and encamped at Konig- 
fall; and on the 27th the Great Dake arrived in 


the Camp. As ſoon as the Auftrian Army ap- 
peared before the City, the French ſent a Trum- 
pet to demand a Conference, and the ſame being 


granted, the Marſhal Duke de Balleiqſe, on the 
Part of the French, and Count Kenig/ege, on cke 


Part

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Part of the Auſtrians, met at a Place appointed 
48 near the Auffrian Head Quarters, where the Mar- 
ſhal ſaid, he had Inſtructions from his Court to 
treat of a general Peace : But the Count anſwered, 
that his Sovereign, the Queen of Hungary, could 
hearken to no Propoſals of that Kind, without firſt 
acquainting her Allies, which put an End to the 
Conference. "Theſe two Plenipotentiaries had af- 
terwards'ſeveral Conferences about ſurrendering the 
Place. The French offered to evacuate Prague and 
all Bohemia, the Fortreſſes of E£gra and Frauen- 
berg included, provided they had Leave to march 
off with their Arms, Artillery and Baggage; but 
the Court of Vienna refuſing to grant any other 
Terms than that of ſurrendering Priſoners.of War, 
the Conferences were at laſt broke entirely off, and, 
the Place being inveſted on all Sides, the Trenches 
were opened on the 28th of July. . 
The ſame Day General Fęſtitita received Orders 
to approach Old Prague, with the Troops under 
his Command, in order to ftraiten the City on 
that Side. The Enemy, perceiving his Deſign, 
fallied out on the 29th at Break of Day, with two 
Regiments of Foot and ſeven of Horſe : Of which 
Sally we had the following Account from the Au- 
firian Camp. "The Enemy found General Fęſtititæ 
with his Forces drawn up in good Order ready to re- 
ceive them, at about a Quarter of a League's diſtance 
from the Suburbs. As that General's Troops con- 
Giſt moſtly of Horſe, and are compoſed of Hunga- 
rian Gentlemen, who had never ſeen an Enemy in 
the Field before, his Excellency thought it neceſſa- 
ry to ride between their Ranks, to encourage them 
to behave with Vigour upon this Occaſion, for 
their own Honour and that of their Nation. The 
French began the Attack with extraordinary Vi- 
Your, and the Shock of their Cavalry was ſo im- 
petuous, 
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petuous, that the Right Wing of the erk. 
Army had certainly been overturned but foſ 4 N 
Motion made by Gene 22 zaczihy to ſuſtain them. 
They fell with like Fury on the left Wing. 
They returned thrice to the Charge, but were not 
able to penetrate notwithſtanding all their Efforts. 
Tbeir Foot in the Centre pode a terrible Fire till 
they were broken by 7 2 and then they 
rallied, returned to their Poſt, and continued the 
Engagement with the greateſt Obſtinacy i imagina- 
The French had ſome Field-pieces at their 
Head, the Fire of which continued during the 
whole Action. It was about eight o Clock that the 
Affair became general, and it was paſt ten before 
it could be difcerned which Side had the Advan- 
tage. General Feftititz about that Time made a 
Motion as if he intended to take the Enemy in 
Flank on the Left, which put them in Diſorder, 
and obliged them to preſs, on the Cavalry and In- 
fantry in the Centre. The whole Body of the 
Hungarians returned now to the Charge, making 
ſo warm and ſo regulara Fire, that the French | 
were obliged to retire ,and regain, the Suburbs. 
General F:/tititz purſued them under the very. Can- 
non of the Place, and made about 300 Priſoners, 
and many of their dead Bodies remained on the 
Field of Battle. The Loſs on our Side is com-

Priſoners report, was their laſt Effort. Their De- 


ſign was to force the Head Quarters, and make

Accordingly M. Maillebois began his March about 
the middle of Auguſt, and on the 14th of Septem- 
ber the two firſt Columns of his Army arrived at 
Amberg in the Upper Palatinate, where he was join- | 
ed by the French and Bavarian Army from Bava- 
ria; and it being reſolved at the Court of Vienna,

On the a of 
November, the Grand-Duke returned to iemna, 
having left the Command of the Army to his Brother 
Prince Charles; and upon the 15th of December the 
Armies on both Sides began to ſeparate, in erder to

Alfter this Prince Lob4owitz formed the Blockade 
of Egra, and General Feſtitita was employed to har- 
raſs them continually, which they did with their 
Huſſars in ſuch a Manner, that from the firſt of 
November, the Number of Priſoners taken by the 
Auſtrians, not reckoning thoſe that were killed by 
the Cold, or in the Purſuit, were 4 Colonels, 3 
Lieutenant Colonels, 3 Serjeant Majors, 1 Com- 
miſſary, 65 Captains, 114 Lieutenants, 11 En- 
ſigns and Corporals and 48 58 common Soldiers. 
At the ſame Time, as the Auſtrians were then in 
quiet Poſſeſſion of the City of Prague, the Queen 
gave public Notice, that ſhe had fixed the 11th Day 
of May for receiving the Homage of the States of 
Bohemua, and the Day following, being the 12th, for 
her Mijeſty's Coronation. _ _ hls TR 
During this Interval Marſhal Kevenhuller went to 
FHienna for Inſtructions, and returned on the 10th of 
March to the Head Quarters of the Auſtrian Army, 
Which was then cantoned in a Line from the Upper 
'Palatinate to Paſſau, and from thence to Saltzburgh. 
On the 29th of pr:/, the Queen of Hungary arrived 
at Prague from / ienna in 27 Hours, above 200 Eng- 
lib Miles, and made her public Entry; the Burghers 
upon this Occaſion made a ſplendid Appearance, and 
there was a fine Fire-work played off on the Moldatu 
at Night. Sometime after this Prince Charles ar- 
Tived at the Army in Bavaria, which lay between 
the Inn and the Iſer, extending from Vilzboven 
through Gr:2/atch towards Branau.

The 
Vanguard, conſiſting of 2000 Horſe and 19 Com- 

ies of Grenadiers, was under the Command of 
838 General Berlichingen, Major General 


Plaz, Colonel Tierbeim, a Lieutenant Colonel, and 


two Majors. I had given them Orders to attack 


the Church of Erlach, which was defended by a 
2 Paliſadoe, and Chevaux de Frixe, and to 
carry it if poſſible by Aſſault. General Berlichin- 


gen had begun to put theſe Orders in Execution, 
having for that Purpoſe placed his Horſe on the 
Right of the Church, and his Foot on the Left. 
But as it was found ſo ſtrong}, intrenched, and the 
Approaches to it embaraſſed with heFw Trees; and, 
as the Enemy had ſtil] a Communication with it be- 
hind from their Camp, and the Town of Branau, 
from whence they continually ſent freſh Men, hav- 
ing increafed the Number of the Garrifon from 100, 
which it was at firſt, to 300, ſo thatit could not be 


ſtormed without a conſiderable Loſs, it was neceſ- 


fary to bring up Mr Field-pieces, which played up- 
on the Church with good Succeſs, whilſt the Gre- 
nadiers were making themſelves "Maſters of the 
neighbouringHouſes. hen, the Cavalry being ordered 
to the Right, ſery'd not only to cut off the Com- 


munication with the Enemy, but to attack them too, 


I ſummoned the Garriſon ta. attack them-toe,

mentioned, ſecured by Ravelins, and the Avenues 
to it that Way made impaſſable.. Howef, an At- 
tempt: was made to attack the Enemy in Front, and 
the Cavalry expoſed: themſelves for that Purpoſe ſome 
Time to the Fire of their Artillery. Bur, having 
found the Undertaking impoſſible, I reſolved to end 
General Berlichingen round about to poſſeſs the E- 
minencies on the Rigtit, which coſt ſo much Time 
and Labour; that I had hardly any hopes left of 
coming at the Enemy for that Day.

- Accordingly, after taking the Church, as above, 
I detached: General Berlichingen with 2000 Horſe, 
and Count Plax with nine Compapies of Grena- 
diers, a great Way round by the Mountains, to 
endeavour to get over the deep Ditch which went 
far into the Country, and I placed, in a Mill on the 
left, Colonel Tierbeim, with ſix Companies of Gre- 
nadiers. and 150 Croats: I likewiſe poſted Major 
General St. Ignen, with a Body of Horſe and two 
Companies of Grenadiers, on the ſame Side with 
General Berlichingen. Phe Hufſars under General 
Nadajti (who came back very luckily at that Time 
from the Expedition above- mentioned) I divided in- 
to two Bodies, and poſted the firſt towards the two 
Cannons of General St. Ignon's Corps, that they 
might paſs the Ditch, which was in that Part not 
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ſo ſteep, and the other more to the left. In the 
mean while Count Berlichingen appeared upon the 
Hills, and Count Nadaſli : having ; paſſed: the Ditch 
with great Labour, and. the Enemy preparing to 
repulſe him, Berlichingen advanced, and Nadaſti 
fell upon the Enemy in Front and Flank, which 
put them to Flight, both their Horſe and Foot be- 
ing overthrown. General Berlichingen purſued 
them, and the Generals Lucbeſe and Sechellonyſhew- 
ed great Valour. upon this Occaſion. By this Time 
three more of our Regiments of Foot had paſſed the 
Ditch, and joined in the Purſuit of the Enemy, 
whoſe Infantry was very much galled by the Fire 
which Colonel Count Tierheim made upon them by 
his Muſketeers from the Mill. While this was do- 
ing; your Majeſty's, whole Infantry paſſed the Ditch, 
and formed itſelf in half an Hours Time on the or 
ther ſide. Colonel Tierbeim purſued the Enemy to 
the Bridge of Branau, where the Garriſon, fearing 
our Men would enter together with their own, ſhut 
up the great Gate, and left only the Wicket open. 
But your Majeſty's Troops had ſurrounded: the Ene- 
my from the Eminences to the Bridge, and killed, 
wounded, or taken Priſoners, à good Number of 
Officers and Soldiers. However, a coſiderable Part 
of their Horſe, as well as Foot, got into the Town 
at the beginning of the Action; but after the ſhutting 
up of the great Gate, and our Men being fo near 
it, General Berlichingcn drove a great many into the

eſcaped that Way, and a great Number of their Troo- 
pers periſhed miſerably in the River. General Na-

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Prince CHARLES of LORRAIN, 339 
nate Country, as Want and Diſtempers did moft of 
the Inhabitants. Prince Charles willing, like a 
prudent General, to improve all Advantages, purſued 
the French with the greateſt Diligence; having re- 

_ ceived Advice from 7 1e/pach, that a Body of their 
Troops, conſiſting of between 5 and 6000 Men, 
were at Dingelfing on the 1ſer, he detatched Ge- \ 


neral Daun with a Body ot Grenadiers Horſe and 
Croats, and ſome Haubitz with Orders to attack 
them, whilſt he followed with the reſt of the Army. 
Upon the General's Approach to the Town, he. 
- ſummoned the French to ſurrender, which they re- - 
fuſing, he fired upon the Town with his Haubitz, 
and ſoon after ſeveral Houſes appeared to be in 
Flames; whereupon the Grenadiers and Croats. 
ſcaled the Town and entered it Sword in Hand. 
The French were in the utmoſt Confuſion, and re- 
tired with great Precipitation; but before they could 
burn the Bridge upon the //er, the Auſtrians found 
Means to kill and deſtroy about 700 of them, part 
by the Sword, and part by puſhing them into the 
River. As ſoon as the Auſtrians had got Poſſeſſion 
of this 'Fown, Prince Charles detatched General 
Daun to Landau, to attack the French that were 
there, Who were augmented by part of the Gar- 
riſon of Dingelfing, and he himſelf followed at 3 
o' Clock the next Morning. Upon their Approach, 
Prince Charles ſummoned: the French to ſurrender, 
which they refuſed 3 whereupon he got every Thing 
in Readineſs to attack the Place Sword in Hand; 
and the Petards were fixing, when ſuddenly the 
French Garriſon ſet fire to the Town, and "retired 
in great Confuſion ; having alſo burned the Bridge. 
When the Auſtrians got into the Town, they found 
only one Houſe and the Church ſtanding, all the reſt 
being conſumed, and the Inhabitants were in ſuch 
Diſtreſs, that Prince 18 diſtributed Neceſſaries 
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to them ; for the French had plundered it for two 
Days ſucceſhvely,and had not left the leaſt Thing of 
Value in it. From hence the Prince purſued his 
March to Ober-Pherring, in order to approach the 
Danube, to keep that River clear, and pieſerve a 
Communication with Prince Zebhowitz. 
From Landau the Prince marched to attack Deck- 
endorf,, a ſtrong Poſt, which was defended by the 
Prince of Conti, and where, during the Winter, 
the French had made ſeven fortified Redoubts round 
it, and had double paliſadoed it, and made newWorks: 
about the Town, which had before a double Ditch 
and a Wall: The Prince having drawn near the 
Danube, and laid a Bridge over it at Nieder Altac, 
a Detachment of all the Grenadiers of the firſt Line, 
IValdeck's Regiment of Foot, a Battalion of young, 
| Konigſegg, Bathiani's Regiment of D1agoons, and 
1000 Horſe extraordinary, under the Command of - 
General Brown were ordered to the Attack. They 
paſſed that Day in making Faſcines and proper Diſ- 
poſitions, and the next they began to batter the Re- 
doubts with Succeſs. When a ſufficient Number of 
Paliſa joes were beaten down, eight Companies of 
Gren adiers were put in order to ſtorm the Redoubt 
on the Riglit, under the Directions of General 
Mar ſbal, and commanded by Colonel Mitt. Nine 
Com naanies were ordered in like manner to ſtorm 
the Redoubt on the Left, under the Direction of 
Ge 1eral Brown and in Preſence of Marſhal Kheven- 
bul'er. Juſt as the Auflrians were going to attack 
then, tic French retired into two other Redoubrs 
wh ch tiey had behind, and were purſued thither 
wi hſic1Speecd, that they fled into the Town, a- 
bandoning ſeveral well fortified Poſts. The Auftri- 
ans brought their Cannon over Hills ſeemingly im- 
practicable, which gave them Command, with their 
Fire, of 15 or 16 Regiments which were poſted 
n the Flain, and covered by Numbers of Ditches, 
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* was ſoon put into Confuſion, and obliged to retire 
after the reſt. The Loſs of the French amounted

The Auſtriant 
found Means however, with the Loſs of ſeveral 
Men, to burn a great Quantity of Hay and Straw, 
and to deſtroy 40,000 Rations of Corn; but the 
greateſt Part of the Magazine, which was in the 

Caſtle, was ſaved by the Pruſſians, who remained 
Maſters of the Town, Baron Trench, who was

Upon the 21ſt of October, the Saxon Troops left

Duke received Advice, that the whole Pruffian 
Forces made a Shew as if they intended to attack 
the Left Wing of the combined Army, which was 
compoſed of Saxon Troops; thereupon his ſerene 
'Highnefs, having demanded a 2 of 
Prince Charles, who ſent him immediately 35 Squa- 
drons, under the Command of Lieutenant Feldt 
Marſha!

as alſo the Corps of Huſſars under General Nadaſti, 
the Saxoms drew up in Order of Battle, and re- 
mained the greateſt Part of the Night of the 25th 
under Arms, in Expectation of being attacked by the 
Pruſſians the Day after; but, having ſeen the good 
Diſpoſitions that were made to receive them, they 


made a Motion to the Left, and retired to their old Camp. 


The King of Pruffia no longer able to withſtand 


the proweſse of Prince Charles fled with the utmoſt Pre- 


cipitation from Place to Place, He was ſo continually 
haraſſed that no Proviſions could be carried to his 
Camp, which not only occaſioned a great Deſertion 
_— his Soldiers, but likewiſe a Mortality, whieh

ing and Coolneſs between the King and his General, 
Marſhal Schwerin ; all that he could do in this Situ-

ation was to endeavour to regain Sileſia, by poſting ff 


himſelf along the Elbe in a Line, between his hea- 
vy Baggage on one Side, and theAzfrians and Saxons 
on the other. On the contrary the combined Army 
was in high Spirits, had Plenty of every Thing, and 
a perfect Harmony ſubſiſted between the two Gene- 
rals ; every Thing ſtood regulated between them upon 
the ſame Footing, as was obſerved in the laſt War, be- 
tween the Prince of Savey, and the Duke of Maribo- 
rough. It was in vain for the King of Pruſſia to with- 
ſtand the Valour of ſuch united and accompliſhed 
Commanders: Though after putting ſeveral Battal- 
lions into Klin, he remained encamped on the other 
Side of the Elbe, in a Poſture to diſpute the Paſ- 
ſage of that River with them, yet, on the 19th of 
5 5 0 in the Morning, the Combined Army 
forced their Way near Telicſbitæ in full Day light; 
General Schulembourgh was the fuſt in croſing the 
River at the Head of the Auſirian Grenadiers. Ihe 
Saxons paſſed ſome hundred Paces higher, and ra- 
ther later than Prince Charles, who had 158 Gre- _ 
nadiers killed or wounded and ſome Officers ; the 
Saxens loſt only about 20 Men. At firſt the Ene- 
my's Fire was extremely hot, and laſted ſo near an 
Hour; but, as ſoon as the Grenadiers had reached 
the other Side of the River, the Prufians went off _ 
in the. greateſt Confuſion, though they might have 
diſputed the Ground longer, by * of ſome Bat-. _ 
- talions which they had at Teinitæ, and the neighhour-

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with the whole Body urider his Command upon an 


Expedition againſt Pardubitæ, into which the King 


had. thrown 7000 Men, and his Majeſty's chief 


Deſign ſeemed to be to cover the Retreat of bis 
Artillery and Baggage behind him from Brandeis; 
but upon Prince Charles's forcing the Paſſage of the 
Eibe, and advancing towards the Center of his Can- 
tonment, the King retired with the utmoſt Precipi- 
tation towards Glatz by the Way of Konigingratz, 
making one forced March of 36 Hours. This Re- 
treat, beſides the Loſs of Men by Deſſertion, Fatigue, 
and other Dlſaſters, enabled the Au/trians to make 
themſelves Maſters of Aoulin, Podiebrad, and even 
Pardubitz. The Prusfians would have deſtroy'd 
the Magazines in this laſt Place, but the Auſtrians 
ſaved ſome of them which were very conſiderable. 
The King of Pruſſia, finding his Affairs in Bohe- 


mia grow every Hour more deſperate, ſent Orders to 


General Einſidel, the Governor of Prague, to ſhut 
the Gates, in ſuch Manner however that People 
might go into it, but not go out again; this Order 
was carried to Prague on the 20th of November ; 
but the next Day. another was ſent for the Garriſon 
to evacuate that own, having firſt nailed up the 
Cannon, and ſpoiled the reſt of the Arms which 
were in the Arſenal ; this was executed privately 
and in a great Hurry, and it was computed that 
20, oo Pieces of all Sorts of Arms were broken, 
the Powder for the Cannon and other warlike 
Stores were thrown into the Moldoto, and at the 
ſame Time the Pruſſians ſet fire to two Mines, 
which did not however do much Damage.

Tus have we traced the Actions of this illuſtri- 
dous Hero to the preſent Ne, all which prove, that

But the moſt impartial Account ſeems to come from 


Dreſden, which was given by Count Neo/fsrz, the 
King's Aid de Camp : That on the 4th, there had 
been an Action between the Pruffians and Auſtrians, 
which turned outTomething'to the Diſadvantage of 
the latter ; the Ground, upon which the Battle was 
fought, would not permit the Whole of the Allied 
Army to engage. The Right Wing, which was 
under Prince Charles, could not come up to the 
Aſſiſtance of the Left; he therefore perceiving, that 
the Cavalry and Artillery could not come up, re- 
treated in good Order to Landſbut. After this Prince 


. Charles, having kept them at Bay till the zoth of 
September, attacked them again, and charged them 


ſo bravely that they were obliged to give Ground, 
and had not the Auftrian Horſe behaved badly, he 
had gained a complete Victory: However General
